CHARGE IN 60 PCT 


UF CIRCUIT COURT 
TRIAL GASES IN “46 


Inquiry Shows Many De- 
fendants Accused of 
Felonies Were Allowed 
to Accept Sentences for 
Misdemeanors. 


Defendants were permitted to 
plead guilty to reduced charges on 
recommendation of the Circuit At- 
torney's office in more than 60 
per cent of the criminal cases 
scheduled for -rial in Circuit Court 
in 1946, investigation by the 
Post-Dispatch has disclosed. 

Of about 800 cases listed in the 
judges’ trial dockets for the three 
criminal court divisions, it was 


found that more than 480 were 
disposed of by allowing the de- 
fendants to enter pleas to lesser 
charges. 

Persons are brought into Circuit 
Court only for felonies, but the 
result of the reductions has been 
to allow a large number to accept 
fines or jail and workhouse sen- 
tences on misdemeanors. 
Of the remaining cases where 

the original charge was not re- 
duced, 71 were nol prossed. In 73 
instances, cases went to the jury. 

It was found that of the remain- 
ing 165 or so defendants who 
pleaded guilty of the felony as 
charged in the original informa- 
tion or indictment, many entered 
their pleas and accepted sentences 
that were made to run concurrent 
with other charges. These defend- 
ants, so long as they were to re- 
ceive concurrent sentences, would 
have derived little benefit in hav- 
ing the charges reduced.

ARGENTINA PAYS $600,000,000 
FOR BRITISH-OWNED RAILWAYS 


Roads Have Not Paid English 
Shareholders Any Dividends 
For 10 Years, 
BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 12 (AP) 
—The Argentine government an- 
nounced today the purchase of the 
British-owned railway system in 
Argentine for £150,000,000 ($600,- 

000,000). 

The Argentine-British financtfal 
accord of last September provided 
for sale of the road to a mixed 
company of private Argentine and 
British capital, with Argentine 
government _ participation. No 
progress was made toward an 
agreement and outright sale then 
was projected. 

The railroads, started 90 years 
ago, have failed to pay English 
shareholders dividends for 10 
years, 

Financiers said the price was a 
compromise, nearer the Argintine 
bid than the British offer. There 
are now no foreign-owned rail- 
roads in Argentina. Three small 
French lines were bought by the 
government last December.

REARDON TRIAL 
COURT FINGES ON 
A SOCIAL STUDY’ 


Juvenile Judge Says He 
Won't Take ‘Easy Way’ 
of Sending Case to Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus, 
juvenile court judge in St. Louis 
county, told reporters he will not 
take “the easy way” in deciding 
whether 14-year-old Mary Cath- 


erine Reardon will be tried in 
circuit court or in juvenile court 
for the death last Saturday of her 
father, J. Vincent Reardon, for 
which a coroner’s jury held her 
responsible. : 

Judge Witthaus made the ob- 
servation after announcing late 
yesterday that he would be guided 
in his decision by “a social study” 
of Mary Catherine, who shot her 
father in the head, causing him 
to lose control of his automobile, 
which plunged down an embank- 
ment beside Clayton road, near 
Warson road. Reardon, 58-year-old 
paint manufacturere, was injured 
fatally in the crash, as was 


-Michae] A. D’Arcy, 13, who was 


being returned with Mary from 
a St. Charles county tourist cabin, 
where they had spent Friday 
night. 

“This will be a difficult case for 
the judge who gets it,” Judge 
Witthaus commented. “The easy 
way would be to recommend prose- 
cution in Circuit Courts under the 
Same circumstances as if the de- 
fendant were an adult. I will not 
take this way because it is easy. 
My decision will be made after I 
receive the report of a_ social 
study, which will be made of the 
girl.” 


Conference With Prosecutor. 

Judge Witthaus, whose present 
term in juvenile court ends in 
May, would not elaborate on the 
exact nature of the social study 
to be made o* Mary Catherine, 
nor would he say who was to 
make the study. His announce- 
ment followed a conference with 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
lach, Associate Prosecuting At- 
torney William Hough and Ralph 
Smith, juvenile court probation 
officer. 

Judge Witthaus pointed out 
that, although the information 
filed against Mary Catherine by 
Wallach charges her with mur- 
der, she actually stands charged 
in juvenile court with . “delin- 
quency by reason of murder.” If 
the case is transferred to circuit 
court for trial it will be neces- 
sary to draw a new charge, 
Judge Witthaus said. 

Mary Catherine is held in the 
Detention Home on the County 
Hospital grounds. No effort has 
been made by her attorneys, 
Frank E. Williams and Henry 
Morris, to obtain her release on 
bond.

Says Russia Has Blocked 


Formation of U.N. 
Force—U.S. Wins Sup- 


port on Dispute Over 


Disarmament. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 12 
(UP) — Britain urged the United 
Nations Security Council today to 
set April 30 as the deadline for a 
Big Five agreement on “the basic 
principles” of the U.N.’s world 
police force, 

Accusing Russia of holding up 
the agreement so far, Sir Alexan- 
der Cadogan said the time had 
come for action in the U.N. Mili- 
tary Staff Committee, 

The committee is the Big Five 
military group which is supposed 
to determine the type and size of 
armed forceg which each of the 55 
United Nations should make avail- 
able to the world organization. 

Then Cadogan recalled that it 
has been almost a year since the 
council asked the Military Staff 
Committee to get to work on U.N. 
policing problems, 

“From April to November,” he 
said, “there was absolutely no 
progress.” 

“The Soviet attitude during this 
period was a complete and impos- 
sible obstacle. Since November 
there has been some progress—but 
it is hardly perceptible.” 

Cadogan proposed that the dead- 
line be written into a disarma- 
ment resolution which has been 
stalled in the Security Council for 
six weeks by an American-Russian 
dispute on procedure, 

Cadogan, with the delegates of 
France and Colombia, lined up on 
the side of America in the stale- 
mate. 

The three delegates agreed with 
the American demand that the 
proposed U.N. disarmament com- 
mission must be prohibited from 
dealing “with atomic affairs—the 
province of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Cadogan asked Andrei Gromyko 
of Russia to state once and for all 
whether Russia is opposing the 
American proposal because the So- 
viet Union wants the new arms 
commission to encroach on the 
atomic body. 

With an impatient plea that 
council members start acting “like 
reasonable men and men of good 
faith,” Paul Hasluck of Australia 
submitted a “last attempt” pro- 
posal aimed at settling the Ameri- 
can-Russian differences. 

It tended toward the American 
viewpoint but, as Hasluck empha- 
sized, it was “not so rigid or 80 
precise” as the comprehensive pro- 
visions demanded by the United 
States, 

“One would think from the 
speeches being made here that we 
all were straining at the leash to 
get going on disarmament,” the 
young ‘Australian asserted. “But 
the truth is, we are making no 
progress at all.”

LONDON, Feb, 12 (AP) — The 
Ministry of Fuel and Power an- 
nounced today that domestic elec- 
tricity restrictions would be ex- 
tendéd throughout the country to- 
morrow. 


The daily cuts will be for five 
hours’ duration—from 8:30 a.m, to 
11:30 a.m., and from 1:30 p.m. to 
3:30 p.m., except in the southwest, 
where they will be from 9 to noon 
and from 2 to 4 p.m. ) 


Drastic street lighting reduc- 
tions, amounting to blackout con- 
ditions, also will be imposed at 
night, : 

Only Northern Ireland was ex- 
cepted from the new electricity 
conservation order. 


The Government announced that 
the domestic use of electricity dur- 
ing restricted hours would be 
treated as an offense under the 
defense regulations. 

The Government forbade the 
consumption of fuel of any kind 
in connection with dog racing. 


London docks not normally used 
by colliers will be employed for 
the discharge of coal to insure the 
rapid unloading of coal vessels 
from the north. The Ministry of 
Labor will organize additional ci- 
vilian labor to help unload coal 
cars. 

Prime Minister Clement R. Att- 
lee set up a joint committee of 
cabinet ministers and coal, elec- 
tricity and railway executives. He 
ordered it to overcome the crisis 
“with the same speed and urgency 
as a military operation during 
the war.” 

Government ministries were 
vested with sweeping powers to 
deal with the crisis, 

Between 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 
workers were estimated by a 
Board of Trade spokesman to 
have been thrown out of jobs by 
Britain’s coal crisis. 

New blizzards and _ freezing 
gales, which the Labor govern- 
ment said had blocked rail lines 
and disrupted shipping, added to 
the hardship. 

The Government ordered out 
troops to clear snow-blocked high- 
ways and railroads, 

Coal mines, which ran out of 
empty coal cars because of the 
snow-blocked rail lines, dumped 
fresh dug fuel in piles at the pit- 
heads. Troops used bulldozers to 
cut their way through the paralyz- 
ing drifts on the railroads.

TRUMAN IN TRIBUTE 
TO LINCOLN; PLACES 
WREATH AT SHRINE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (UP)— 
President Truman laid aside his 
official tasks today to lead the 
nation in tribute to Abraham Lin- 
coln on the 138th anniversary of 
his birth. 


Shortly after noon, the Presi- 
dent went to the Lincoln Me- 
morial, the shrine dedicated in 
1922, near the bank of the Poto- 
mac river. He laid a wreath be- 
fore the huge marble statue of 
Lincoln which faces east toward 
the Washington Monument and 
the Capitol. 


Congress, too, paused to eulo- 
gize Lincoln, who first came to 


Washington 100 years ago as a’ 


member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Illinois, and who 
returned 14 years later as the six- 
teenth President of the United 
States. 

A famous Lincoln painting, 
“The Peacemakers,” was hung in 
the White House today and the 
President hopes many Americans 
will come to see it. 


The painting, done about 1868 by 
George P. A, Healy, shows Presi- 
dent Lincoln and his military 
leaders —- Grant, Sherman and 
Adm. Porter -—- in conference 
aboard the steamship River Queen 
in the last days of the Civil War. 
It was bought for $10,000, drawn 
from the President’s fund for 
maintenance of the White House. 


STATUE OF LIBERTY PAINT JOB 


Lipstick- Proof Interior Coating 
Is Completed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
The National Park Service has 
finished coating the interior of the 
Statue of Liberty with lipstick- 
proof paint. The park service also 
has installed a wire enclosure 
around the winding stairway in- 
side the statue, from the base to 
the head. 

Scribbling with lipstick in the 
corridors and on the inside sur- 
face of the statue has been a prob- 
lem for years. Until the new paint 
was a. ae it was impossible to 
wash the lipstick off or cover it 
with ordinary paints.

CONTRACT VIOLATES LAW 


Cite Wagner Act Bar on Employer Contribu- 
tions to Unions—Likens Industry to 
Muzzled Dog in Pit. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
The National Coal Association to- 
day likened the soft coal industry 
to a muzzled dog “thrown into a 
pit with John L. Lewis” and con- 
tended the Government's contract 
with the mine leader violates the 
law. 

This statement was made to 
the Senate Labor Committee by 
Forney Johnston, association 
counsel. Johnston told the House 
Labor Committee yesterday a new 
coal strike was “inevitable” July 
1 unless Lewis gives up the 5- 
cents-a-ton welfare fund levy he 
won from the Government, or 
Congress prohibits strikes over 
such issues, 

Johnston said such levies are 
forbidden by the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act which “declares it 
to be an unfair labor practice for 
employers to ‘contribute financial 
or other support’ to any labor 
union.” 

This means, he explained, that 


welfare fund benefits “cannot be 
lawfully contrived through a 


bargaining union.” 

Johnston testified after Earl F. 
Reed, Weirton Steel Co. attorney, 
had asserted the» National Labor | 
Relations Board had “tried in. 
every way” to wipe out an inde-| 
pendent union at the company’s| 
West Virginia plant. 

Johnston told the Senators that 
no other industry has had “the 
book thrown at it more violently” 
than coal. 

There is “no justification,” 
Johnston said, for trying to con- 
centrate 7,000 mines “into a single 
synthetic bulldog to be thrown... 
into a pit with John L. Lewis— 
a pit dug by the Government, and 
our dog, not John L. Lewis, 
muzzled by federal laws and fed- 
eral administrative practices and 
the curtailment of basic rights.”

SECOND GEORGIA 
JUDGE AGT; BACKS 
TALMADGE CLAIM 


Decision Conflicts With 
That of First Jurist of 
Equal Rank — Third 
One Will Rule Also. 


McDONOUGH, Ga., Feb, 12 
(AP)—Herman Talmadge was de- 
clared Georgia’s legal governor 
today by Superior Court Judge 
Walter Hendrix in a suit filed by 
Lt. Gov. M. E. Thompson, who 
challenges Talmadge’s right to the 
office. 

Thompson's attorneys an- 
nounced immediately that they 
would appeal the decision to the 
state supreme court, A superior 
court in Georgia is similar to a 
district or circuit court, but ap- 
peals on matters concerning in- 
terpretation of the state constitu- 
tion may be taken directly to the 
supreme court, 

It was the second decision with- 
in a week on the controverted 
governorship. Superior Judge 
Claude H. Porter had previously 
ruled at Rome, Ga., that Thomp- 
son was the acting governor. Tal- 
madge was not a party to this 
suit, however. It was filed by 
Thompson to force members of 
the pardons and parole board to 
give him certain budgetary infor- 
mation as acting governor. It has 
already been appealed to the state 
supreme court and a hearing set 
for March 10. 

Thompson, himself, filed the 
case before Judge Hendrix here. 
Both he and Talmadge were rep- 
resented at hearings which were 
concluded Monday. 

In addition to the two cases 
already decided another has been 
taken under advisement by Su- 
perior Judge Bond Almand, who 
promised a decision Saturday. This 
case, brought by the Fulton Na- 
tional Bank; asks the court to de- 
termine who is legally entitled as 
the state’s chief executive to draw 
on executive department accounts 
in the bank. 

Thompson said the next decision

OLYMPUS, Feb. 11 (Delayed) 
(AP)—The discovery on the froz- 
en South Polar continent of a 
remarkable inland “oasis” of| 
muddy pea green lakes dotted 
with tall dark brown mounds of 
apparently bare earth was an- 
nounced today. The discovery 
may be one of the most important 
made by the Navy expedition. 


A 40-mile-wide land of lakes) 
region with conical mounds ris-| 
ing 500 feet above the surface in 
an area completely devoid of ice 
was located inland in the vicinity 
of the Knox coast by flyers of 
the expedition’s western’ task

At Night Again, Under Floodlight

WASHINGTON Feb. 12 (UP)— 
Herbert H. Beck can take that 
boat ride up Chesapeake Bay in 
a blizzatd any night now. Ona 
flagpole above historic Ft. Mc- 
Henry, Md., he will see the Star- 
Spangled Banner giving proof 
to the world ‘“‘that our flag is still 
there’—just as it was when Fran- 
cis Scott Key wrote the national 
anthem aboard a British warship 
in the harbor. 

Beck is director of the museum 
at Franklin and Marshall College, 
Lancaster, Pa. Not long ago he 
wrote a letter to the National 
Park Service, which said: 

“Recently I was coming up the 
Patapsco river toward Baltimore 
at twilight’s last gleaming. I 
looked toward Fort McHenry to 
see if our flag was still there. It 
was not, 

“On the spot where at noon 


the broad stripes and bright stars 
were so gallantly streaming there. 
was nothing but the dim light of | 
a naked pole. That unflagged pole 
was the bitterest disappointment 
of my life. 

“Soon, I hope to come up the 
Patapsco river at midnight, There 
will be a Chesapeake blizzard. Vis- | 
ibility will be low.

SET BY CONGRESS 
SUBCOMMITTEE 


Saving of 6 Billions From 
Figure Sought by Tru- 
man Would Go for 
Debt Reduction an d 
Slash in Taxes,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 — Over 
the informal protest of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, the joint 
legislative budget subcommittee of 
the Senate and House has slashed 
$1,750,000,000 from President Tru- 
man’s recommendation of $11,200,- 
000,000 for national defense in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. Of 
the proposed reduction, one billion 
dollars would be taken from the 
Army and $750,000,000 from the 

Navy. 

By this and other cuts in the 
presidential budget of — $37,500,- 
000,000 the subcommittee, by a 
vote of 8 to 2 late yesterday, ap- 
proved a tentative legislative bud- 
get of $31,500,000,000 and claimed 
a prospective saving of six billion 
dollars which could be applied to 
payment on the national debt and 
to reduction of personal income 
taxes. 

Just before the subcommittee 
acted, Gen. Eisenhower rushed to 
the Capitol for private conversa- 
tions with Republican congres- 
sional leaders. He did not appear 
before the subcommittee, It is 
understood that the chief of staff 
said that while some camps and 
shore stations could be. closed 
without endangering national se- 
curity no substantial cuts in the 
President’s recommendations 
should be made at this time. 

At the War Department a 
spokesman for Eisenhower said 
today that the general could make 
no public statement at this time 
about the legislative budget. 


Gurney Against Cut. 


Senator Chan Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Forces Committee, 
abstained from voting to show his 
disapproval of the defense expen- 
diture slash. 

“My belief,” he told reporters, 
“is that right now we should not 
jeopardize national security when 
Gen, Marshall (Secretary of State) 
has such a big job in front of him. 
I could not vote for anything that 
hamstrings our armed forces at a 
time when security is so impor- 
tant.” 

Senators Barkley of Kentucky 
and George of Georgia, both Dem- 
ocrats, also abstained from voting. 
The two disapproving votes were 
cast by Democratic Representa- 
tives Clarence Cannon of Missouri 
and Mahon of Texas. Representa- 
tive Doughton (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, former chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, voted 
with seven Republicans for the 
general six-billion-dollar cut in ex- 
penditures. 

The subcommittee’s action was 
only preliminary. Senator Gur- 
ney, Representative Taber of New 
York, chairman of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, and Rep- 
presentative Dirksen of Illinois, a 
ranking Republican member of 
this committee, were appointed to 
draft a final budget which will be 
submitted to the 102-man joint 
committee Friday, so that it can 
be acted on before the deadline 
Saturday night. 

Denial Defense Is Hamstrung. 

Evidently fearful of the public 
reaction to the proposed cut in the 
national security item, Chairman 
Bridges of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee and Representa- 
tive Taber denied that the six bil- 
lion dollar cut would hamstring 
the Army and Navy. 

Although he explained that all

Suggestion on Strike Vote. 
A suggested new code of collec- 


fered by Kuzell, speaking for the 
American Mining Congress. Its 
most novel feature was a require- 
ment that in any strike vote all 
employes affected should have a 


voice, 

Kuzell did not in his testimony 
make entirely clear what he 
meant by “all employes affected,” 
but clarified the point subse- 
quently in conversation with this 
reporter. 

He was asked to assume that 
there were in a certain plant 100 
employes, 60 of whom belonged to 
a union which had been certified 
as the collective bargaining agent 
for all. Another assumption was 
that the strike of these 60 would 


compel the plant to shut down. 

How many employes, then, 
would vote on whether to strike 
—the 60 who belonged to the 
union, or these plus the 40 who 
did not? All 100 would vote, 
Kuzell said, because all 100 would 
be affected by a strike. 

But before matters reached the 
strike vote stage, the collective 
bargaining code recommended by 
Kuzell prescribes several steps. 

First, notice of proposals setting 
out their terms and listing reasons 
for them would be served by 
either the union or the employer, 
shortly before the reopening date 
of any contract. 

Second, prompt negotiation be- 
tween the two parties. 

Third, if these negotiations 
failed, either party could call in a 
federal conciliator. 

Fourth, if the issue were not 
resolved within a time to be speci- 
fied, then and for the first time, 
the conciliator would pronounce 
that a labor dispute existed, and 
there would be an election such 
as has been described, on whether 
to strike. The employes would be 
informed as to the points on which 
accord had been reached, and on 
what points there was still dis- 
agreement. 

The question then would be: 
“Shall we strike in an effort to 
get these particular points on 
which the negotiators are in dis- 
agreement?” Alternately, of 
course, the issue might be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, if that were 
mutually acceptable. 

Several members of the com- 
mittee have been seeking some 
method of requiring that the 
strike vote be the “last step” in 
collective bargaining, rather than 
the first step, as it has often 
proved to be under the Smith-Con- 
nally Act, 

Among other witnesses who 
have suggested this course to the 
committee was former Gov. 
Harold Stassen of Minnesota. Sen- 
ator Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
thought he saw a similarity be- 
tween what Stassen proposed and 
the code of collective bargaining 
offered by Kuzell. 

The obvious difficulty presented 
in any legal requirement that a 
strike vote be the “last step” in 
collective bargaining is the “who, 
when, and how” of determining 
when it becomes time to take the 
last step. 

Kuzell was the first witness to 
undertake to answer those ques- 
tions and outline the necessary 
machinery. But Senator Morse, 
skeptical, asked him how many 
times it would be necessary to 
multiply the size of the United 
States Conciliation Service if this 
course were to be followed, Morse 
thought it would require 10,000 
conciliators. Kuzell had no fig- 
ures, but he thought the Oregon 
Senator was high in his estimate.

STERN WINS HOUSE 
GROUP SYMPATHY 
NN GUILD FIGHT 
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Committee’s Attitude in 
Contrast With That in

House Labor Hearings

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 — The 
curtain rang down yesterday or 
the hearing of the troubles of 
Publisher J. David Stern withthe 
CIO American Newspaper Guild. 
Sterh, describing himself as “a 
broken old man,” swore that he 
was through with the publishing 
business forever. 


In a voice filled with emotion, 
Stern warned members of the 
House Labor Committee at a hear- 
ing that labor today is “bereft” of 
real leaders, and that the Guild in 
particular, as an industrial union 
rather than a craft union, is a 
threat to freedom of the press. 


The stocky, cigar-chewing, spec- 
tacled publisher, who ended an 81- 
day-old strike of Guild members 
by selling the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, the Camden (N.J.) Courier 
and Post and radio station WCAU 
to the Philadelphia Bulletin, ex- 
pressed a wide range of feeling 
in his three hours of testimony— 
anger, indignation, humor, pathos. 
Almost all of the committee mem- 
bers were sympathetic and under- 
standing in their treatment of the 
witness, in contrast to the way 
they shot hostile questions at 
Guild witnesses Monday, 


After listening to him, Repre- 
sentative Barden (Dem.), North 
Carolina, said aloud: “I’m ready 
for action.” This appeared to re- 
flect the general temper of the 
committee, which indicated it 
would follow Stern’s advice to 
seek amendment of the Wagner 
Act “to compel unions, as well as 
employers, to bargain in good 
faith,” as Stern phrased it. 

Would Bar Closed Shop. 

Stern also proposed a law to 
prohibit editors and “creators of 
opinions” from being compelled to 
belong to any trade union He 
later extended this suggestion into 
a complete barring of the closed 
shop in the newspaper field. His 
own disillusionment with the 
Guild came years ago, he _ ex- 
plained, when the union voted to 
become an industrial organization 
taking in clerical workers and 
other non-reportorial employes. 
Only in this way, he said, could 
the “precious” freedom of the 
press be protected, He acknowl- 
edged, however, in response to a 
question, that the Guild had never 
sought to influence his own edi- 
torial policy, and so far as he 
knew had never disciplined one 
of its own members for writing 
anything in the Record contrary 
to Guild views. 

Sadly he told how he had grant- 
ed the Guild its first contract in 
the nation, because he believed 
that reporters were underpaid and 
deserved higher recognition and 
dignity. Later, he said, it seemed 
to become a Guild policy, not only 
in his’ area but everywhere, to 
insult and harass the publisher 
as a natural enemy, It got 80 
bad, he went on, that he person- 
ally was unable to attend Guild 
negotiation discussions. 

“Sinister Pressure Group.” 
“All my aims have turned to 
dust,” he declared, “I have done 
more to harm the position of the 
working newspaper man than to 
benefit him. I have put him in 
the straitjacket of a sinister pres- 
sure group.” 

He insisted that the Philadel- 
phia-Camden Guild had set out 
deliberately to destroy his news- 
papers, “and they succeeded.” 
Wrathfully he denied Guild state- 
ments that he had taken an op- 
portune moment to sell out for 
a $4,500,000 profit. He asserted 


said: “I simply don’t want to say 
what I really think. I only want 
to talk facts. But:there was an 
outside influence.” 

He gave a broad hint of what 
he meant, however, when he testi- 
fied that his trouble with the 
Guild actually started in 1936 in 
the wake of a Record editorial 
denouncing Communism as a 
creature that would destroy true 
iberalism. Under further ques- 
tioning, he said he believed the 
Communists had executed a “clev- 
er ruse” in excoriating a Guild 
member as having deserted the 


pparty. That member, running on 


an anti-Communist ticket, had 
suceeded in being elected an offi- 
cial of the local Guild, said Stern, 
but he was convinced it was all a 
trick, and that the man had never 
really deserted the party. 

Speaking further of the broad 
danger of Communism, he ex- 
claimed: “I’ve ‘been fighting ‘it 
for 11 years, and some of my clos- 
est friends are just starting to 
agree with me. Even Eleanor 
Roosevelt and Harold Ickes have 
been won over, and see its dan- 
gers. Maybe I’m even going to 
get Henry Wallace to see the 
light.’” 

“Fed Up” on U.S. Control. 


Representative McConnell (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, inquired whether 
Stern was now fed up with liber- 
alism and the idea of government 
control, 


“I believe,” said Stern, “that the 
Government should not be in busi- 
ness in any way whatsoever—not 
even in the postal business. I[ 
don’t believe in the bureaucracy 
built up here in Washington. 


“But as to liberalism, let me 
tell you something. I think it is 
the greatest protection of con- 
servatism. I don’t know what 
your individual policies are, but as 
I see it the greatest danger to 
conservatism is to let the only 
opposition consist of communism. 
It is the Communists who want 
to destroy real liberalism.” 


After Stern, in replying to the 
long questions of Republican 
members of the committee, had 
agreed with or elaborated on crit- 
icism of the American Newspaper 
Guild, labor leaders, the closed 
shop and similar issues, Represen- 
tative Klein (Dem.), New York, 
said: 


“Mr. Stern, I looked upon you, 
and still do, as one of the great- 
est newspaper publishers in the 
country. I have been proud of 
your truly liberal record, and I 
hope you will think twice about 
your decision to quit the news- 
paper business. 


“But I sincerely deplore what is 
happening here. You are being 
seized upon by labor baiters, labor 
haters and reactionaries to suit 
their own objectives, to exploit 
this situation and your own per- 
sonal troubles with the Guild. So 
I think you will want to clarify 


feelings on trade unionism and 
liberalism.” 

“Well,” responded Stern slowly, 
“I believe heartily in trade union- 
ism, and [I think its destruction 
would play right into the hands 
of reai radicals. I am still a lib- 
eral. I do not feel that liberalism 
itself has dealt me a low blow.” 

Unionists “Frustrated.” 

At another point the witness 
chuckled at a reference to him 
Monday by a union leader as a 
“neurotic” who refused to bargain 
because he had a persecution com- 
plex. But he did say that he felt 
certain Guild elements sought to 


he testified, “that every union 


promoted him adequately and 


in some other way.” 
And so it went. By the tone of 


its own hand, but had expired as 
the result of wanton mayhem on 
the part of the Guild.

TESTIFIES ON NEED 
UF MORE FUNDS AT 
STATE HOSPITAL 


Superintendent at Farm- 
ington Seeks Three 
More Physicians, 
More Attendants.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12— 
The care and treatment of mental 
patients at State Hospital No. 4 
at Farmington has been hampered 
by a serious lack of sufficient 
trained personnel, Dr. Emmett F. 
Hoctor, -.uperintendent, told. a 
special House investigating com- 

mittee today. 


Although the institution has 
achieved an outstanding record in 
e<fecting cures and releasing pa- 
tients, an even better job could 
be done if the staffs of physicians, 
Sraduate nurses and attendants 
were increased to a more ade- 
quate and efficient level, he said. 

Dr. Hoctor testified before the 
House committee investigating 
state eleemosynary institutions, 
looking toward new legislation to 
improve the management and 
policies of the institutions. 


He pointed out that he had only 
four doctors, including himself, 
to treat and care for the institu- 
tion’s 1837 patients. He urged that 
additional funds be appropriated 
‘to employ at least three additional 
physicians. 

“Psycho-therapy requires a 
great deal of time and close per- 
sonal attention of the doctors,” 
he asserted. “There are more than 
100 patients in the hospital who 
probably could be released im- 
mediately if we had an adequate 
staff to handle these cases prompt- 

Dr. Hoctor said the hospital has 
only five graduate nurses, who are 
on duty 10 hours a day. He said 
he required a minimum of 10 
nurses, and recommended that 
their working time be cut to eight 
hours a day, 

He recommended also funds and 
authority to hire 50 additional] at- 
tendants and reduce their work 
day from 12 to eight hours. He 
said he was no longer having dif- 
ficulty in finding persons for 
these jobs, but that he lacked suf- 
ficient funds to hire all he needed. 
The present state law permits the 
hospitals to have only two at- 
tendant shifts a day, requiring 
these workers to be on duty for 
12 hours,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (UP)—

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, Lilienthal’s seVerest critic, 
said growing Republican opposi- 
tion left him confident that the 
appointee “never” would be ap- 
proved.

|be a toss-up. They counted a bloc 
(of about 15 Southern Democrats 
‘and about the same number of 
\Republicans as now certain against 
confirmation. They believed the 
opposition needed an additional 
10 votes before it could claim: vic- 
tory. 

With both parties split on the 
issue, Senate Republican Whip 
‘Kenneth S. Wherry of Nebraska 
‘suggested that President Truman 
‘withdraw Lilienthal’s appointment 
in the interest of harmony. Wherry 
‘said his opposition was not based 
on personal grounds but that 
|Truman might do well to name a 
candidate more acceptable to Sen- 
ators of both parties. 

Senator Moore (Rep.), Oklaho- 
ma, demanded today that the 
President withdraw the Lilienthal] 
nomination. Moore said Lilienthal 
was an advocate of public owner- 
Ship of power and “represents the 
philosophy of centralized govern- 
ment epitomized in the New Deal 
regime.” 

Moore said anyone with Lilien- 

thal’s views should not be in 
charge of atomic energy “which 
promises to become the greatest 
source of energy yet harnessed by 
civilization.” - “Mr.  Lilienthal’s 
nomination should be withdrawn 
by the President,” Moore said in 
a statement. “If not, the Senate 
should refuse to confirm his nomi- 
nation.” 
Moore also called for rejection of 
Sumner Pike, another nominee to 
the commission.

Both Countries to Co-Op- 
erate on Arms, Meth-

Tests, They Announce. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
The United States and Canada 
announced jointly today that the 
two countries will “continue to 
collaborate for peacetime joint se- 
curity purposes.” 

A statement issued simultaneous- 
ly in Washingtun and Ottawa said 
collaboration will be based on the 
followjng principles: 

1. Interchange of selected in- 
dividuals so as to increase the 
familfarity of each country’s de- 
fense establishment with that of 
the other country. 

2. General co-operation and 
exchange of observers in con- 

nection with exercises and with 
the development and tests of 
material of common interest. 

“3. Encouragement of com- 
mon designs and standards in 
arms, equipment, organization, 

methods of training and new 
developments. As certain Unit- 
ed Kingdom standards have 
long been in use in Canada, no 
radical change is contemplated 
or practicable and the applica- 
tion of this principle will be 
gradual. 

“4. Mutual and reciprocal 
availability of military, naval 
and air facilities in each coun- 
try; this principle to be applied 
as may be agreed in specific in- 
stances, Reciprocally each 
country will continue to pro- 
vide with a minimum of formal- 
ity for the transit through its 
territory and its territorial wa- 
ters of military aircraft and 
public vessels of the other 
country, 

+. An underlying principle all 
co-operative arrangements will 
be without impairment of the 
control of either country over 
all activities in its territory.” 
The principles were adopted as 
a result of discussions in the 
United States-Canadian permanent 
joint board on defense, set up in 
1940, 

Stressing that the decisions were 
made independently, the announce- 
ment in Washington by the State 
Department said that “no treaty, 
execulive agreement or contrac- 
tual obligation has been entered 
into.” 

“Each country will determine 
the extent of its practical collabo- 
ration in respect of each and all 
of the foregoing principles,” the 
announcement said.

An investigation of the conduct 
Falzone, who resigned in the midst

$1500 bribe, began today at Hotel 
Jefferson at a closed meeting of 
the State Bar Advisory Commit- 
tee. 

Records of the State Senate 
dealing with the alleged bribe, 
which Falzone was accused of 
soliciting to assure passage of a 
bill regulating beauty shops, were 
brought to the hearing by Roy D. 
Miller of Columbia, secretary of 
the Senate. 

Witnesses before the committee 
included Mrs, Lillian V. MacCal- 


lum, former director of the cos- 
metology and hairdressing division 
in the State Health Department, 
who had told the Senate Falzone 
said it would “take $1500" to get 
the cosmetology bill passed. Her 
lawyer, John L. Sullivan, accom- 
panied her. 

Mark D. Eagleton, former presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, who served as prosecu- 
tor at the Senate. expulsion trial 
of Falzone, was another witness 
at today’s session, 

Nicholas J, Rogers, owner of 
the Pickwick Hotel, 6217 Easton 
avenue, Wellston, and of a small 
bus station there, also testified. 
He was accompanied by his law- 
yer, John E. Mooney. Rogers was

PLEA TO TRUMAN 


FOR NAVY STATION: 


AT LAMBERT FIELD 


1000 Flyers and Others 
Sign Petition Opposing 
City Move — Argu- 
ments Listed. 


A petition with more than 1000 
signatures, asking that the United 
States Government maintain and 
control the United States Naval 
Air Station at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, was mailed to President 
Truman yesterday b. a group of 
Marine and Navy Reserve pilots. 
Signers, besides the flyers, are 
Personal and business acquaint- 
ances of the pilots in the city and 
St. Louis County. 

The petition is in opposition to 
the efforts of a group of city of- 
ficials, headed by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, who have been in con- 
ference with heads of Federal bu- 
reaus at the White House for a 
week past, seeking the return of 
the Air Station property to the 
city. 

The petition sets forth that, if 
the Navy relinquishes the Lam- 
bert Field station, the 100 Marine 
Reserve pilots and more than 1000 
Navy Reserve pilots, who now 
train at the field four days a 
month, will have no place to con- 
tinue their training. This train- 
ing, at the St. Louis station and 
20 other stations throughout the 
country, was declared to be a vital 
element in national defense. The 
flyers are kept in readiness for 
emergency call on 24 hours’ notice, 
for active duty. 

No other field is available in the 
St. Louis area, the reservists said. 
Scott Field, which has been sug- 
gested, was declared to be used 
to its capacity at present. 

Says Jobs Are at Stake. 

Also it was set forth, the clos- 
ing of the station would throw 447 
stationkeepers out of their jobs. 
These are fulltime Navy employes, 
residing in St. Louis, who are not 
subject to transfer to another sta- 
tion if the base here is closed. 

Other arguments made in the 
petition against yielding to the 
claims of the municipality are: 

“The Naval Air Station was 
built by the Navy with Navy 
money on Yand purchased from 
the city (at a nominal price). 
Cost of construction was approx- 
imately $6,300,000. It was agreed 
by the administration of the city 
and Navy officials at the time 
that it was to be a permanent 
peacetime installation. The Air 
Station was built in St. Louis on 
this basis at the express invita- 
tion of the city, at a time when 
the Navy was considering four 
other cities as possible locations. 

“Besides the $6,300,000 the Navy 
has spent, other agencies of the 
government have spent money to 
improve and maintain Lambert 
St. Louis Field. The CAA and 
WPA together spent $1,200,000 on 
this field. 

“The money paid in a 
stationkeepers and Organized Re- 


serve personnel is money spent 


in St. Louis. These salaries plus 
open-market purchases of the sup- 
ply department now are being 
spent at the rate of $2,000,000 
per year, and the Organized Re- 
— is not nearly at full strength 
et. 

“Certain services, maintained by 
the Navy, are not adequate at this 
field from any other source for the 
protection of civilian and commer- 
cial flying, well as Navy.

The House Labor Committee 
heard testimony today that “ter- 
rorism and anarchy” reminiscent 
of the Al Capone reign in Chicago 
has enveloped the Pittsburgh area 
because of a “beer war” growing 
from a jurisdictional dispute.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
The Washington Post reports that 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan 
is the leading choice for the 1948

UAW TREASURER REPORTS 
UNION STRIKE FUND DEFICIT 


DETROIT, Feb. 12 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers an- 
mounced today that a $124,000 
balance has melted away and that 
— strike fund is now in the 
red. 

Secretary Treasurer George F. 
Addes did not reveal the size of 
the deficit. The $124,000 balance 
was as of last November. 

“In recent months the total dis- 
bursement has been averaging 
around $150,000 a month,” Addes 
said, “principally because of the

SSWEDES START WORK ON NEW 


CYCLOTRON FOR ATOM STUDY 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 12 (AP) — 
Premier Tage Erlander, inaugurat- 
ing construction of a new $660,000 
cyclotron, challenged Swedish 
atomic scientists yesterday to 
show what they could accomplish 
when provided with working fa- 
cilities on “a somewhat equal foot- 
ing” with those enjoyed by scien- 
tists of other countries. 

The new cyclotron, to be located 
at Upsala, will be equipped with 
a 640-ton electro-magnet, and con- 
stitutes part of Sweden’s atomic 
research program initiated last 
year.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
Larry MacPhail, one of the orig- 


inal advocates of the pension plan 
for baseball players, announced 


today that all administrative em- 
ployes of the New -York, Yankees 
and subsidiary clubs had been 
made participants in a_ profit- 
sharing pension and group insur- 
ance plan. 

In effect, all full-time employes 
of the Yanks, not including play- 
ers, trainers and coaches, become 
“partners” in the organization at 
noe cost to them. Whenever there 
is sufficient profit, a sum equal 
to 15 per cent of their salaries 
will be deposited to their credit 
with a New York trust company. 

Employes who retire at 65 or, 
with the consent of the club, at 
50, will be entitled to a full share 
of the trust. Full shares also will 
be paid to beneficiaries on the 
death of a participant and to an 
employe whose disability is likely 
to be permanent. 

The plan also covers life, acci- 
‘dental death, sickness, medical, 
hospital insurance for approx- 
imately 100 employes.

Several’ weeks ago the fireplug 
with legs missed his final exams 
at Illinois and thus automatically 
became ineligible for intercolle- 
giate athletics. He went to Los 
Angeles to play in an all-star foot- 
ball game which was cancelled the 
day after he arrived. 


If the game had been played 
and Young had been in it he never 
again ‘would have been eligible for 
competition in the Big Nine under 
a ruling prohibiting such enter- 
prise. All Young finally received 
were his expenses for the trip. 
Rumors were that after the game 
there would be a formal announce- 
ment that he had officially signed 
to play pro ball either with the 
Los Angeles Dons or the New 
York Yankees of the All-America 
Football Conference. 

The pro bids did not materialize. 
Thus, Young probably thought the 
next best thing was to get back 
into a college and devote full time 
rehearsing for the 1948 Olympics, 
which he originally planned to 
forego to get cash on the barrel 
head from the pros to help lessen 
the load of being a family man 
trying to support a wife and child. 

Yesterday, his status of an ama- 
teur was cleared up. Dan Ferris, 
executive secretary of the A.A.U., 
announced in New York that 
Young was automatically ineligi- 
ble for amateur competition since 
he fully intended to play in the 
all-star football game on _ the 
coast and receive money for doing 
it. 
year, under the A.A.U.. regulation, 
if he abstains from taking money. 

That put Young in a spot. If 
he really wants to enroll in a 
Chicago college to further his edu- 
cation he is at liberty to do so. 
But if he wants to enter college 
primarily to get track competition 
and reach a goal of entering the 
Olympics, that is out, 

“Suspension for a year 
leave Buddy without competition 
which is vital for keeping him in 
trim for the Olympics,” said Bob 
Anderson, Young's adviser, “Buddy 
and I will just have to get to- 
gether soon to discuss his future

‘MY REPUTATION’ 
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Real Estate Men Deny Report 
Downtown Property Is in Decay 


Henry R. Weisels Points to Transfers Since 
January 1945 of More Than 26 Millions, 
Hunt for Renta] Space. : 


Sharp disagreement has been 
expressed by real estate men with 
the gloomy picture of downtown 
property values painted by W, C. 
D'Arcy, president of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial As- 
sociation, in a recent address. 


Speaking before the Engineers’ 
Club, D'Arcy pointed out that as- 
sessed valuation of real ‘estate In 
the area bounded by Twelfth 
boulevard, Third street, Franklin 
and Clark avenues, had declined 
by roughly $43,000,000 or 25.5 per 
cent in the 20 years since 1926. 
Translated into tax returns, the 
lows of revenue amounted at cur- 
rent rates to $1,100,000 annually, 
he said. 

No exception was taken to the 
figures cited by D’Arcy but a 
number of real, estate men have 
differed with his conclusion there- 
from that property values in the 
area were in serious decline and 
that, unless stabilized by some 
such development as the river- 
front memorial or by other means, 
would deteriorate much further. 


Cites Record for Two Years. 

One of the most outspoken dissi- 
denta igs Henry R. Weisels, presi- 
dent of the real estate company 
that bears his name. Weisels 
pointed out that in the two years 
since Jan. 1, 1045, real estate trans- 
fers have taken place in the area 
for a total consideration of more 
than $26,000,000. He also said that 
vacancies in office buildings as of 
last Jan. 1 amounted to 0.5 of 1 
per cent and retail organizations, 
both local and national, were try- 
ing desperately to find store space 
in the retail district. 

“Does this look like decay—or a 
stabilized, up-and-coming down- 
town business district?” he asked. 

An unidentified New York real 
estate operator with interests in 
St. Louis and other cities was 
quoted by D’Arcy on the status 
of the business properties along 
Washington avenue east of 
Twelfth. His comment, the speak- 
er reported, was “It’s the rot- 
tenest city in the United States.” 

Weisels defended the particular 
area by saying that in the last 


at 


eight months no less than 12 ma- 
jor transfers of Washington ave- 
nue real estate had been made 
for considerations aggregating 
$2,485,000. Many of these repre- 
sent loft properties purchased “by 
their present tenants he said, thus 
evidencing a faith on the part 
of the purchasers in the continued 
stability of values in the area, 


Examples of Blight Property. 

In his speech, D’Arcy singled 
out several specific properties as 
examples of the blight that he 
warned against. Among these 
were the eight-story Commercial 
Building at the southeast corner 
of Sixth and Olive streets which, 
he said, “has nothing but cob- 
webs from the second floor up” 
and the old Nugent drygoods store 
Broadway and Washington 
which “cries aloud for somebody 
to do something.” Referring to 
another corner of Broadway and 
Washington as the place where 
the Davis estate was made rich in 
drygoods, he asked, “What is it 
now?—A parking lot.” 

The Commercial Building, it 
was pginted out by Clarence M. 
Turley, manager for the owner, is 
occupied at the present only to 
the extent of the basement, first 
and second floors, but plans for 
its rehabilitation involving sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars had 
been interrupted by the war, and 
the freeze on building materials 
in favor of veterans’ housing 
since the war. He said the plans 
had not been abandoned, 

The Nugent property, Weisels 
explained, was taken over by the 
city for delinquent taxes and he 
agreed that in its present partly 
razed condition it constituted a

serious eyesore in the downtown 
district. However, the present 
condition was due, he said, to dif- 
ficulties in clearing the title and 
he expected rapid improvement as 
soon as the courts have settled this 
question. ' 
Parking Lots Defended. 

Weisels declared the parking lot 
at the northwest corner of Broad- 
way and Washington recently had 
been sold for about $350,000 to a 
bus line which plans an ultimate 
investment on the site of about 
$1,000,000 for a terminal. Weisels 
denied that parking lots represent- 
ed “lost” value “Where would 
potential custoffers for the mer- 
chants, department stores, banks 
and picture theaters park if these 
lots didn’t exist?” he asked. As- 
serting the lots will be improved 
when materials are available, Wei- 
sels said they represented a cur- 
rently remunerative source of in- 
come to their owners. 

A study of the relation of as- 
sessed valuation to actual sale 
prices was made, on a sampling 
basis, for the entire city in 1944 
by the governmental Research In- 
stitute, a private fact-finding body. 
In the downtown district it found 
that 80 per cent of the pieces sold 
were assessed at more than the 
sale price in the years 1940 and 
1944. About 19 per cent of the 
sample sdies in 1940 were assessed 
at more than twice their sale price 
while the percentage had grown to 
40 in 1944, the study revealed. 

The conclusion would seem to 


follow that despite a large reduc- 


tion in the total assessed valua- 


tion of downtown real estate since | 


1926, actual values, to the extent 
indicated by sale prices, were gen- 
erally below the assessed valua- 
tion in the years mentioned. 

Most real estate operators fa- 
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miliar with downtown values ex- 
pressed the belief those values 
have materially increased in the 
last two years. One man, an ex- 
pert in the field, who declined to 
be quoted, estimated the increase 
at 30 per cent in the last two 
years. The proponents base their 
belief Oa. the high occupancy rate, 
higher sa rices and continued 
demand for real estate as an in- 
vestment outlet. 


D’Arcy’s figures, taken from the 
books in Assessor Eugene M. 
Guise’s office, show that in 1926 
the total assessed value of real 
estate for the city at large was 
$909,122,150 and that for the 
downtown area was $167,527,130. 


Comparable figures for 1946 
were $919,754,200 and $124,122,920 
respectively. Thus, D’Arcy in- 
sists, while the city-wide assess- 
ment was increasing by about 
$10,000,000 in the 20-year period, 
the downtown area had shrunk in 
assessed value by $43,000,000. The 
reason, according to D’Arcy, is 
summed up in one word—obso- 
lescence. 

When advised that his con- 
clusions had been disputed by 
members of the real estate group, 
D'Arcy said, “Fine, I think I may 
have accomplished something con- 
structive if the dispute causes 
people to take a good look at the 
downtown conditions. If they do 


so, and if they will look up above 
the second floors of many build- 
ings along the major downtown 
streets they will see unused space. 
They will see lots of parking lots 
where buildings formerly stood. 

“Our business district, which 
represents the largest concen- 
trated area of wealth in the city, 
is like a farm. If it isn’t culti- 
vated, it runs down. We must 
have maximum use and wise use 
if the trend of the last 15 years 
is to be arrested and reversed.” 

None of those queried by the 
Post-Dispatch questioned the de- 
sirability of a riverfront memorial. 
Their only objection was to 
D’Arcy’s appraisal of the down- 
town property values,

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New Virginia Law Bars Stoppages 
In Public Utilities in State, 


Gives Governor Seizure Power | 


Measure, Which Passed General Assembly by 
Overwhelming Margins in Both Houses, 
Followed Two Strike Threats in Such In- 


dustries — Became Effective Jan. 28.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. 
strikes in essential public utilities 


Av six months, the Commonwealth of Virginia has on its 
Statute books today a law forbidding work stoppages in water, 
light, gas, electric power, transportation and communication indus- 


tries within the state. 


Under the new law, which became effective Jan. 28, the Governor 
is empowered to seize and operate any utility in which a labor dis- 
pute threatens “substantially to impair the safety or health of the 


citizens of Virginia.” 

Before such seizure, the Gov- 
ernor may try to bring about 
agreement between the _ utility 
managoment and its workers. If 
either side notifies the Governor 
that further negotiations would 
be fruitless, .t is the Governor's 
duty to request both parties to 
submit their differences to arbi- 
tration, If this request is for- 
mally sejected, the party deciding 
to engage in a lockout or strike 
must fix a date for the work stop- 
page, which shall be not less than 
five weeks from the date of the 
notice. 

If an agreement is not reached 
during those five weeks, the State 
takes over the operation of the 
utility, while the disputants con- 
tinue their negotiations. Compul- 
sory arbitration is avoided. 


Penalty for Both Sides. 

Both sides would be penalized 
by the governmental operation. 
Fifteen per cent of the utility’s 
net revenues during seizure would 
be used by the state to reimburse 
itself for the operation and the 
training and hiring of replace- 
ments for workers who refuse to 
work for the state; employes 
would receive the same pay dur- 
ing state operation they received 
prior to the seizure, thus elimin- 
ating retroactive increases that 
might be attained by normal col- 
lective bargaining. 

The law was approved over- 
whelmingly ~y the General As- 
sembly last month. The House 
vote was 93 to 6, the Senate, 37 
to 1. Organized labor bitterly 
opposed it, arguing that it was 
unconstitutional because it inter- 
fered with the right of contract 
and permitted involuntary servi- 
tude for at least five weeks. 

The history of the law goes 
back to March when the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers (AFL) threatened a 
strike against the Virginia Elec- 
tric and Power Co. Gov. William 
M. Tuck invoked an ancient colo- 
nial militia law to “draft” the 
workers. The strike was averted 
at the last minute but Tuck start- 
ed to find more modern authority 
for future action. 

In October VEPCO manage- 
ment refused to abide by a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board or- 
der certifying the IBEW as the 
bargaining representative for the 
foremen. The union successfully 
threatened a strike to force the 
company to accept the board’s 
certification. 

Governor Urged Action. 

Two threats in one year were 
enough for Gov. Tuck, who there- 
upon requested the Virginia Ad- 
visory Legislative Council, com- 
posed of nine legislators, to re- 
port on two bills, one banning 
closed-shop contracts, the other 
designed to prevent public utility 
strikes until the State could seize 
and operate the utility. Both bills 
became law. 

Of the nine Councilors, eight fa- 
vored public utility anti-strike leg- 
isiation, although they did not 
agree on details. One thought the 
Virginia Assembly should wait to 
see what Congress would do about 
labor relations. 

The majority report said that 
the dominant thought of the pro- 
posed legislation was that “the 
public at large has the right to be 
protected from the acts of the 
minority insofar as the minority 
is not enslaved or their rights and 
liberties otherwise encroached 
upon. The rights and duties of 
the minority are co-extensive with 
those of the majority.” 

Bill's Theory Cited. 

The report continued: 

“The theory of this bill is that 
the parties are encouraged to get 
together on their differences and 
the State will only step in when 
they fail to do so. The Council 
considered compulsory arbitration 
and enforcement of awards but 
these run into several difficulties, 
some constitutional and others 
practical. Of course, purely vol- 
untary arbitration is desirable and 
should be encouraged. 

“It is believed that the period 
of State operation will be rela- 
tively short since the utility will 
have lost control of its property 
and the employes cannot obtain 
their demands until the manage- 
ment of the utility is again placed 
in charge of operation.” 


One Councilor agreed with six) 


others on the need for a law but 
thought the State Corporation 
Commission, comparable to the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, should be empowered to de- 


cide “what is a legitimate wage | 


and what aie proper methods of 

work and reasonable work-loads 

for the individual employe.” 
Outlines His View. 

This, in a sense, would be com- 
pulsory arbitration and its advo- 
cate said: 

“If the utility says that it -is 
wnable to pay a suggested wage, 
©r to put into effect a proposed 
Practice the Commission can de- 
termine whether these matters 

+ 


meet the requirement of reason- 
ableness and if so, whether the 
corporation can adopt them with- 
out confiscating its property and 
prejudicing the investment in its 
assets. If these latter matters are 
feared, the tribunal has authority 
to increase rates to a point which 
will permit the utility to pay a 
just remuneration to its employes, 
render an adequate service to the 
public and obtain a reasonable re- 
turn upon its investment... . 

“A corporation proposing to em- 
bark or continue in the utility 
business will have notice of its 
obligations; for those now em- 
ployed or may hereafter work for 
such a company will do so with 
the reaMization that they are in 
effect working for the public, and 
as the policeman and the fireman 


must surrender certain personal 
prerogatives as a price for public 
employment, so they too must sub- 
ordinate some of the personal 
privileges which they might enjoy 
in private employment, as the 
price of entering or continuing in 
this public employment, being as- 
sured at all times that there is 
open to them an impartial public 
tribunal to which they can resort 
for the vindication of any funda- 
mental right or the redress of any 
grievance of any unfair practice 
or treatment.” 
Majority’s Reply. 

The majority report, signed by 
six Councilors, rejected the Cor- 
poration Commission argument 
with these words: 

“The setting of wage rates and 
the determining of working condi- 
tions are complicated matters and 
any body or person charged with 
setting same would consume a 
great deal of time. In addition, 
the pressure on such a body to set 
higher wages would be tremendous 
as would the pressure to keep 
them the same or perhaps to low- 
er them. Also it was thought 
that since the period of state op- 
eration would be brief it would 
not be possible to hear the parties 
and decide the matter. 

“Furthermore, if a body such as 


the State Corporation Commission 


granted wage increases it would 
have to allow higher rates to the 
utility which might induce either 
the utility or labor to bring on 
state operation. Finally, the Coun- 
cil believes in private enterprise 
and has in mind the lessons taught 
in the recent war by activities of 
the federal government in fixing 


wages.” 
Bars Picketing. 


The law, as enacted, prohibits 
any person or groups of persons 
from interfering with the state’s 
operation, or encouraging such in- 
terference. This includes estab- 
lishment of a picket line “near or 
adjacent” to any work conducted 
in the governmental operation. 

The law also provides that when 
the utility management notifies 
the Governor in writing that the 
utility can and will resume normal 
operations, the Governor, after an 
investigation, shall restore the 
properties and facilities to the 
utility. Should the Governor re- 
fuse to do so within 10 days, the 
utility is authorized to sue in any 
general chancery court in Rich- 
mond for such restoration. 

Any person found guilty of 
violating this law can be fined 
not less than $10 and not more 
than $1000 and may be imprisoned 
for not more than 12 months. Any 
utility or any union convicted of 
violating the law can be penalized 
up to $10,000 a day for each day 
of violation.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 12 (AP) 
RGENTINA’S “strong man” 
made a threat against the cor- 
respondent of the New York 

Times, 

He 
Ambassador Spruille Braden, who 
thought it over. You could have 
heard a pin drop. 

Upon that meeting later turned 
the foreign policy of President 
Juan Peron of Argentina, aimed 
at friendship with the United 
States above all—provided Bra- 
den’s influence in the State De 
partment is wiped out. 

It was 1945. The “strong man” 
was Peron, then a colonel, Vice 
President, War Minister and Sec- 
retary of Labor in the de facto 
government. Eventually he was 
to run for President and win on 


promises to labor and the slogan, 
“Braden or Peron.” 

The atomic bomb had not fallen 
on Japan. But the armed power 
of the United States already was 
the greatest of any nation in his- 
tory. The Nazi stranglehold on 
Western Europe had been broken. 

Peron’s threat was one horn of 
a dilemma. The other was a de- 
mand that Washington make news- 
papers of the United States stop 
attacking Argentina’s military re- 
gime. The newspapers had been 
spotlighting Nazi influences in 
this country. 


Peron’s Menacing Words. 

Braden, who had been pressing 
for delivery of key Nazi agents for 
trial, said Washington could not 
make American newspapers do 
anything of the kind. It was then 
Peron threatened: 

“In that case, I cannot further 
guarantee the safety of men like 
Arnaldo Cortesi, the correspondent 
of the New York Times. I do not 
say anything will happen to him. 

“But I am surrounded by fa- 
natics, who resent these attacks in 
the American newspapers. They 
may get out of hand.” 

The Ambassador rejoined that 
any harm to Cortesi would be 
taken most seriously by the Gov- 
ernment in Washington. 

When this exchange took place, 
Argentina had already signed the 
Chapultepec Charter, a pledge to 
democratic ways of life drafted by 
the American republics in an old 
castle in Chapultepec ‘Park in 
Mexico City. Article 27 commits 
signatories to freedom of the press. 

Nothing happened to Cortesi, but 
the threat colored relations be- 
tween Argentina’s de facto gov- 
ernment and Washington. Some 
newspapers in the United States 
reacted strongly. 

At the same time Argentina’s 
neutral stand, favoring first one, 
then the other side in the war, 
made the Buenos Aires de facto 
authorities suspect in Washington. 

Braden’s Influence. 

London and other United Na- 
tions capitals remonstrated. The 
Moscow radio called the Argentine 
military regime fascist. But it 
was Washington that carried the 
ball, and in Buenos Aires it was 
Ambassador Braden. 

He left Sept. 23, 1945, to become 
Assistant Secretary of State. Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes 
wanted him to take full charge 
of Latin American affairs. Be- 
hind him he left a considerable 
‘body of Argentine opinion against 
Peron. 

Sixteen days later, Peron was 
ousted and jailed by a combined 
army and navy plot under the 
stimulus of that body of ‘opinion. 

In another week, Peron’s labor 
supporters had tied up the re- 
public in a general strike, demon- 
strators roamed the streets in an 
ugly mood, and Peron was mak- 
ing the first of his balcony 
speeches from Government House, 
a man of destiny. 

The Messersmith Line. 

His election followed on Feb. 
24, 1946. Eventually the United 
States sent a new ambassador, 
George S. Messersmith, with a 
career going back 380 years. He 
sought first to get along with 
Peron, about whose election for 
six years the United States could 
raise no question.

[A riscement and expansion program of the public school system 
through a tax increase and a bond issue was announced in a 
report issued today by the Governmental Research Institute, privately 


supported fact-finding agency. 
Voters in the primary election 

will be asked to approve a 25-cent 

increase in the school tax rate for 


operating funds, an additional] 10- 
cent increase for construction 
funds over the years and a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue to provide funds 
for immediate »nstruction. 

The present tax rate thus would 
be increc-:d 35 cents to $1.26 on 
the $100 of assessed valuation if 
the first two propositions are ap- 
proved by a two-thirds majority 
vote. If the bond issue receives 
Similar approval there would be 
an additional increase of five or 
six cents to finance the bonds as 
issued, The first two tax increases 
would be effective for only four 
years under the new Constitution 
and would have to be renewed by 
popular vote at four-year inter- 
vals, 

That the present school system, 
like the city, has reached maturity 
is demonstrated by declining pop- 
ulation figures and the age of 
most of the school buildings, the 
report states. Attention is called 
to the fact that 33 of the 129 build- 
ings were built since 1919 and 52 
in the years from 1900 to 1919. 
There are 44 buildings more than 
47 years old and two, Lincoln 
School, 2236 Walnut street, and 
the old building at Clinton-Pea- 
body, 1109 Grattan street, date 
back to 1867 and 1868 respectively. 

Projects d Estimated Cost. 

Although the planning commit- 
tee of the Board of Education, 
after extensive hearings, fixed the 
cost of the total program at $65,- 
000,000, it decided the most urgent- 
ly needed projects could be com- 
pleted for $35,000,000 on the basis 
of costs prevailing in April, 1946. 
The projects and the estimated 
cost follow: 

New Northwest High School, 
$2,750,000; conversion of Blewett 


High School building to teachers 
and junior colleges, $1,455,000; 
conversion of Harris Teachers 
Building to service building, $580,- 
000; new technical high school, 
$4,000,000; three new elementary 
schools to replace portable struc- 
tures, $854,000; twenty new ele- 
mentary schools to replace old 
buildings, $15,332,664; moderniza- 
tion, repair and expansion of 
buildings not scheduled for re 
placement, $6,254,940; two new 
field houses, $2,020,000, and land 
to be acquired, $1,743,396. 

The new northwest high school, 
on a site bounded by Riverview 
boulevard, Lillian, Theodore and 
Wren avenues, would have a’ ca 
pacity of 2100 pupils, most of 
whom now travel a distance of 
three to five miles to attend Sol- 
dan, Blewett or Beaumont High 
Schools, the report points out. The 
city is planning a playground ad- 
jacent to the school and the two 
properties would be operated 
jointly as a high school and com- 
munity center.

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A Grudge Fight 


What is the character of the opposition to 
David E. Lilienthal’s confirmation as Chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission? 

Senator McKellar’s opposition is that of a 
bearer of personal grudges. The senior Senator 
from Tennessee wanted to take over TVA jobs 
for political patronage. The TVA Act of Con- 
gress required employment to be on a basis of 
merit alone. Mr. Lilienthal was faithful to this 
trust, and for that Senator McKellar wiil never 
forgive him as long as he retains “the shortest 
temper and the longest memory in Congress.” 

L. B. Bolt’s opposition is that of a discharged 
and disgruntled former employe. Mr. Bolt, who 
has testified against Mr. Lilienthal, was fired 
from TVA’s legal staff last year. Jack Comer, 
a witness against Mr. Lilienthal, also once was 
employed by TVA. 

Arthur E. Morgan’s opposition is that of a 
dictatorial egoist toward an opponent who, when 
all the cards were on the table, beat him to a 
frazzle. Dr. Morgan, though a brilliant man, 
has never been able to work with anybody. He 
made wild charges of dishonesty against his as- 
sociates on the TVA board. His prejudices and 
his moral sense are inextricably intertwined, 
and Dr. Morgan’s idea of a dishonest man is 
anyone who disagrees with him. 

The opposition of Senators Wherry and 
Bridges and the Republican hardshells they head 
is that of partisan politicians who see a golden 
opportunity to kick an enemy they couldn’t 
beat. The opposition of Southern Democrats, 
of the type who boast “Ah’m a Democrat at 
home, but Ah’ve got a mighty fine Republican 
record in Washington,” is the same. As Raymond 
P. Brandt, chief Washington correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, writes: 

Some of the Republicans see a chance to 
discredit the New Deal and one of its ablest 
officials. . . . Several of the Senate Repub- 
licans do not conceal the partisan motive 
behind their opposition. 

Under the circumstances, what Senators Taft 
and Vandenberg do may be crucial. 

Senator Taft has made an exceedingly cred- 
itable record so far this session. He has exem- 
plified that interesting political classification, 
progressive conservatism. He has played his 
politics honorably and well. If he stoops now 
to the level of the Eugene Coxes, it will be his 
first cheap political act in this testing-time of 
his. He may shrink his stature as a presidential 
aspirant, and alienate progressive voters who 
would otherwise incline toward him because of 
his sponsorship of such forward-looking meas- 
ures as the Wagner-Ellender-Taft housing bill. 

Though Senator Taft has been silent publicly, 
Mr. Brandt says he is telling friends he will vote 
against confirmation. That is regrettable. It 
would be difficult to conceive of Senator Van- 
denberg marring his own splendid record with 
such paltry politics, and a split between these 
two Republican leaders on so vital an issue 
would be anything but good for party—or na- 
tional—unity. 

Secretary of War Patterson, who has not ad- 
dressed himself to partisan politics or personal 
grudges, but to control of atomic energy, testi- 
fies that Mr. Lilienthal is a man of “character, 
ability and loyalty.” That, we submit, goes to 
the point. The subject to which the Senate 
should be addressing itself is not Senator Mc- 
Kellar’s blood feuds, or the bad will of ex- 
employes, or the easiest way to gain a political 
advantage, but atomic energy control. It is much 
to be hoped that the Senate will soon address 
itself to it. 
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The Machine Can Be Beaten 


In the heaviest voting ever seen in a munici- 
pal primary in East St. Louis, the indicted in- 
cumbents, backed by the machine, the gamblers 
and the racketeers, yesterday fell considerably 
short of a majority. With 32 candidates running 
for five positions, the machine's candidates nat- 
urally had a plurality, but if the anti-machine 
vote can be consolidated and thrown against 
them-in the election, the result will be a*clear 
victory for the forces pledged to better govern- 
ment. 

The anti-machine slate is a strong one: Iver- 
son Brooks Summers, a West Pointer and a 
retired Colonel; Richard Carter, a lawyer and 
former fighter pilot; Russell Beebe, school board 
member; William D. Cochran, a former St. Louis 
University athlete with a fine wartime record 
as a Seabee. 


Ed Lehman, the fifth anti-machine nominee, 
it is true, is little better than the incumbents. 
He is chief deputy sheriff in East St. Louis and 
has himself been named in news stories as hav- 
ing operated slot machines. He offers only the 
advantage of a change. 

The other four anti-machine nominees, how- 
ever, offer East St. Louis the opportunity to 
achieve sound government, freed of the control 
of professional gamblers and pledged to give 
the city better schools, better police protection 
and a cleaner, more attractive community. It is 
a prospect that should attract the votes to win. 
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Suggestion for David Calhoun 

Mr. Calhoun’s city traffic committee has done 
a grand job in bringing about a reversible traffic 
system on Chestnut and Lawton by which auto- 
mobiles move swiftly to the downtown section in 
the morning and early afternoon, and just as 
swiftly from the downtown section in the eve- 
ning. This has been most convenient to motor- 
ists and has taken a burden from other arteries. 
Moreover, the new system has been unmarred 
by accidents. So far, so good. 


The case of Pine street is not so happy: This 
thoroughfare has been made an all-day east-to- 
west street. In the morning, when it could han- 
dle considerable traffic, it is empty and forlorn. 
And, apparently since motorists cannot use it to 
get downtown in the morning, they are not tak- 
ing full advantage of it in the evening. What’s 
more, one-way Pine is hurting the business of 
merchants, who are justifiedly complaining about 
it. 

We think Mr. Calhoun and his committee 
should urge upon the City Hall the desirability 
of making Pine a reversible street, to duplicate 
the highly successful experiment on Chestnut 
and Lawtor. One obstacle stands in the way: 
the Forest Park street car line that turns off at 
Twenty-first street. If this line were supplanted 


by busses, or moved elsewhere, full use could 
be made of a street of great value in easing traf- 
fic congestion. ' 

May action be expected in this regard?

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Spotlight on James W. Griffin 


There is something radically wrong with the 
way James W, Griffin is running the office of 
Circuit Attorney, and the time has come to 
find out the answers. | 

Why is it that, while the police work hard to 
pick up handbook, lottery and policy racketeers, 
the Circuit Attorney's office sits on its hands? 
Last year, Griffin’s office refused to issue a 
single warrant in 348 cases of gambling arrests. 
Instead of being prosecuted for felonies, the 
gamblers are slapped on the wrist for mis- 
demeanors. Joe Stuckel, for example, alleged 
operator of a $500,000-a-year policy game, can 
get off with a $25 fine. 

Why is it that, in many cases of serious crime, 
the Circuit Attorney's office reduces charges to 
obtain a guilty plea, and then lists the outcome 
as a conviction? At the end of the year, this 
permits Mr. Griffin to make a fine statistical 
showing of convictions, which fades under 
analysis to reveal, at best, a lamentable lack of 
appetite on his part for vigorous prosecution 
and, at worst, serious miscarriages of justice. As 


the Post-Dispatch reveals today, defendants were 


permitted to plead guilty to reduced charges in 
more than 60 per cent of the criminal cases 
scheduled for trial in Circuit Court in 1946. _. 

Is it lassitude that afflicts the Circuit Attor- 
ney? Is he suffering from some kind of official 
hookworm? Does that explain why he just can- 
not get around to presenting cases -before the 
grand jury, or why, after vitiating delay, cases 
become so old that they die of senility? 

Yesterday, as just one example, the Post- 
‘Dispatch presented the strange story of Alma 
Ahlheim, murdered May 15 last. Police investi- 
gation involved Charles Spicuzza, who had 
threatened to kill Mrs. Ahlheim if she went out 
with anyone else but him. On the night of her 
death she went out with another man. 

Spicuzza presented an alibi which the police 
shattered. Spicuzza’s own daughter gave dam- 
aging testimony against him; he failed to pass a 
lie detector test. These and other factors 
strongly argued for prosecution and, indeed, 
Griffin announced the evidence against Spicuzza 
was sufficient for grand jury investigation. But 
nothing happened, and Griffin now gays the po- 
lice did not present sufficient evidence. What 
does he expect—a television reproduction of the 
murder? A grand jury presentation calls for 
only evidence enough to warrant holding the de- 
fendant for trial. The showing against Spicuzza 
was more than ample for grand jury consid- 
eration. 

Griffin is a smooth performer. When called 
upon to take official action in a specific case, 
he is always able to give out a reassuring public 
statement. Sure, he will investigate. Of course, 
he will look into the matter. Et cetera. Et 
cetera. But the end result in so many cases 
adds up to zero. We repeat, there is something 
wrong with the Circuit Attorney's office and it 
had better be corrected. 
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Task for the Tax Commission 

Only $2,500,000 a year may reasonably be ex- 
pected from the municipal tax on earnings, Col- 
lector Richard E, Gruner estimates from experi- 
ence to date. Hence it seems reasonably certain 
that an effort will be made to increase the pres- 
ent rate of one-fourth of 1 per cent to one-half 
or more—provided, of course, that the courts 
sustain the city’s power to levy on income. 

Perhaps income taxes should carry a larger 
part of the city’s fiscal burden. It is perfectly 
fair to levy on suburban residents who use its 
services as well as on its own residents, and a 
tax on all earnings in the city is the direct and 
feasible way of doing it. However, the praspect 
of an increased rate re-emphasizes a serious in- 
justice in the present ordinance, 

An equitable tax would provide personal ex- 
emptions and deductions for dependents like the 
State and Federal income taxes. It should also 
adopt their graduated rates. The absence of 
these progressive features may cause no serious 
hardship while the rate remains at one-fourth 
of 1 per cent. As the rate increases, however, 
injustice increases in proportion. 

The Mayor’s Tax Commission should ask for 
a revision of the earnings tax to accord with 
scientific income tax principles. - 
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| Corn in Ermine 

Might a mild dissenting opinion be filed con- 
cerning the much-praised English-made movie, 
“Henry V,” starring Mr. Olivier? This movie is 
showing at the small Shady Oak Theater in Clay- 
ton on the theory that it has no mass appeal. If it 
were shown at the Fox or the Ambassador, the 
promoters reason, the entire English Army that 
fought at Agincourt could be billeted in the 
empty seats. 

So the promoters decided on class appeal. Let 
the highbrows have it and charge them fancy 
prices. The idea worked and Henry V has 
worked itself out of the red into the black. High- 
brows are a notoriously slavish lot and are afraid 
to have an independent judgment for fear of 
showing their slips. If all the critics and the 
professors say Henry V is good, then it is good. 
If they say it’s “caviare for the general,” it’s 
spinache to the particular. 

There is one main trouble with the play. As 
it is spoken by the Olivier cast, two-fifths or 
more of Henry V might as well be spoken in a 
foreign language. The diction of the players, 
with the notable exception of Olivier, is atrocious. 
Their mouths seem full of oatmeal. Since most 
of the magic of Shakespeare’s dramaturgy lies 
in his magnificent iambic pentameter lines, and 
Since many of these lines can’t be heard, there’s 
nothing to do but look at the scenery. 

The scenery in Henry V is a kind of neo-Grant 
Wood business. The French countryside is made 
to look like a composition in arsenic. A good 
chance to look at the scenery is given because 
the action is so slow. The bit parts, with few 
exceptions, are played by people who appear to 
be trying out for the Little Theater. The scene 
between the Princess and her woman attendant 
is charming, but what of the stilted, stylized love- 
making between the Princess and King Harry? 

For a final heresy, we'd like to see Shake- 
speare done by Hollywood.

| Wisely selected writings on Lincoln dramatize Emancipator as a 
person, critic writes; Paul M. Angle, skilled editor of collection, 
draws on politicians and reporters as well as great biographers; 
historic occasions share space with humor, incident and anecdote.

In all the myriad books about Abraham 
Lincoln none has ever dramatized so clearly 
as Paul M. Angile’s “The Lincoln Reader” 
the fact that Lincoln as a man, a charac- 
ter, a person, an individual is more inter- 
esting than Lincoln as the most awesomely 
epochal of American Presidents. That fact, 
of course, is inherent in Carl Sandburg’s 
six-volume life of Lincoln. 


But it is not so easily realized as in 
Angle’s collection of the 179 articles, pub- 
lished by the Rutgers Wniversity Press, 
New Brunswick, N., J., which tell Lincoln’s 
story from birth to death. Surveying the 
whole body of Lincolniana, Angle has se- 
lected articles which picture the man’s life 
most readably yet most accurately. 


And in so doing he has devoted one half 
of his 500-odd pages to Lincoln’s life prior 
to his accession to the presidency. 

Who before Lincoln, in all history, has 
had his pre-prominence years treated so 
exhaustively? His only possible rival on 
book shelves, Napoleon, has never had such 


“study of his youth, his home life, his matri- 


monial affairs (and his first wife was one 
of the most alluring of women), his re- 
digion, his habits. 


An Unknown Before 1860 


Writers, essayists, historians, biographers 
have treated Napoleon, as other notable 
men, as a subject for inquiry into his great 
years, his influential period, his days on the 
full stage when the spotlight shone. 


Yet Lincoln, who was scarcely known 
outside Illinois prior to his nomination for 
the presidency in 1860, has had those years 
of obscurity regarded as fully and as in- 
triguingly as his years in the White House. 

It is only in a collection, such as Angle’s, 
of notable writings about Lincoln's life that 
this is to be seen. And what makes it more 
emphatic is that Angle has not confined 
his selections to the work of the more 
gifted biographers, such as Carl Sandburg, 
Ida Tarbell, Albert J. Beveridge, Lord 
Charnwood and John Hay. , 

These are represented importantly. But 
55 other authors are included, too—excerpts 
from the works, of politiciang, newspaper 
reporters, special researchers, lawyers, con- 
taining descriptions of particular steps or 
episodes in Lincoln’s life, 


Great Field’s Harvest 


Often it is not the ‘professional biog- 
rapher whom Angle calls upon to sum- 
marize an event, but a non-literary eye- 
witness whose account breathes life. As 
an editor Angle had to choose his total of 
179 selections with fine discrimination, 80 
enormous isjthe Lincoln literature through 
which he searched. 

Discarding the idea of a Lincoln anthol- 
ogy which would have contained the finest 
literary accounts of the man’s life, confin- 
ing his book to those articles which “fit 
best at a given point,” the editor has suc- 
ceeded in producing a biography by 60 au- 
thors rather than the anthology which the 
title would seem to indicate. 

Angle's own capacity as a Lincoln scholar 
is obvious in the short, pregnant passages 
with which he stitches together the 
patches from other writers. 

That this new book goes beyond the field 
of merely pleasurable reading into that of 
instruction and of historical value is due 


to the editor’s knowledge of where the iI 
luminating and significant fragment needed 
at the moment was to be found. 

Not only did he have to know all the 
4000 books listed by Jay Monaghan in the 
recently published “Lincoln Bibliography” 
(which Angle, as head of the Illinois State 


Historical Library at the time, planned and. 


oversaw), but he had to know all the refer- 
ences to Lincoln in books written about 
other figures of the period—endless mem- 
oirs, reminiscences, scattered magazine ar- 
ticles, newspapers, etc. 


Pages from Sandburg 


In that half of the book which deals with 
the pre-presidential years, there are 14 se- 
lections from Nicolay and Hay’s monu- 
mental life of Lincoln, eight from Carl 
Sandburg’s “Prairie Years,” six from Wil- 
liam H. Herndon’s “outlawed” biography of 
his law partner, five from Albert J. Bev- 
eridge’s “Abraham Lincoln” and eight from 
the Lincoln studies of Benjamin P. Thomas, 
an independent researcher of Springfield 
whose discernment and originality of ap- 
proach have long entitled him to greater 
recognition in the field. This leaves some 
70 other selections scattered among 30-odd 
authors, 


Of the famous pieces of Lincolniana 
there are several from Herndon’s immortal 
work, notably the one beginning “In August 
the waters of the Sangamon river washed 
Lincoln into New Salem,” and many from 
Sandburg’ the most distinguished of which 
are the prose-poem description of Lincoln's 
birth and that rhapsody of Lincoln and the 
address at Gettysburg—the latter as death- 
less as anything by Walt Whitman. 


It is Sandburg’s version of the Ann Rut- 
ledge love idyll that Angle has wisely em- 
ployed—thereby avoiding both Herndon’s 
over-dramatization of the romance and the 
ridiculous dismissal of the whole incident 
which some self-appointed defenders of 
Mrs. Mary Todd Lincoln have lately been 
attempting. 


A Man Unique 


Angle has managed to include a surpris- 
ing amount of humor, human incident and 
anecdote even while following a course 
which would, in less skillful hands, have 
limited the pages to a factual narrative. 
What he has, of course, reaffirmed in his 
own way, is the great truth about Lincoln 
—that the man was so unique, so interest- 
ing to observers of all minds and stations 
that almost anything said about him is in- 
teresting, too. 


The theory that Lincoln’s fame depends 
upon the incredibly dramatic tragedy of 
his murder—the belief that “Lincoln dead 
is greater than Lincoln alive”’—all that is 
again proved to be cheap maudlin senti- 
mentality by the 60 commentators whom 
Angle has brought together so successfully. 

To all persons over the mental age of 12 
Lincoln would have been just as interesting 
if he had never been shot.

Mood of Mockery 


SCIENCE AND FREEDOM, by Lyman Bryson. (Columbia 

University Press, New York.) 

Dr. Bryson says that if the ascent of 
man is to be directed toward freedom, then 
social engineering can clear the way. 

As professor of education at Teachers 
College, Columbia University, he has come 
to realize that enough exact information 
now exists to assure the development of 
any sort of a world that is considered so 
cially desirable. How to carry over the 
energy of this intellectual atomic pile inte 
general understanding and practice is the 
task of human engineers and interpreters. 

Considerable light and some heat has re- 
sulted from Dr. Bryson’'s resort to the ra- 
dio for the dissemination of ideas. As 
first chairman of the People’s Platform 
programs of CBS, he arranged at least for 
the rehearsal of a move rational approach 
to the problems of our day. 

“Our present political behavior is not se 
much a valiant although hopeless struggle 
by patriots to meet their political obliga- 
tions as it is a sourly humorous indiffer- 
ence,” he writes. “In that mood education 
is mocked and the purpose of democratic 
government defeated utterly. 

“It is said, of course, that the citizen {s 
bewildered because the problems are too 
much for any layman’s information or ca- 
pacity. That may be true, but it is another 
example of slipping away from the tru 
purpose of democratic government. Th 
question is: “What would be the effect on 
the citizen of having him try to accom- 
plish these almost impossible public tasks?”

Chart in the Oval Room. 


Mr. Truman and the political 
chief of his party understand each 
ether so well that no go-ahead 
signal from the White House was 
necessary to prepare for the Pres- 
ident’s nomination in 1948. When 
Hannegan returned from his long 
rest cure in Florida, the President 
began by saying that, if Hanne 
gan's health possibly permitted, he 
would have to stay on in his dual 
capacity as party chairman and 
Postmaster General. It was a new 
and authoritative commander who 
spoke to his lieutenant. 

To begin with, Mr. Truman feels 
that he has organized the execu- 
tive branch of the Government in 
such a way that the line of respon- 
sibility is now unmistakably clear 
In his oval office, to the right of 
his desk, is a large handsome 
chart. At the slightest hint of an 
invitation, or with none at all, he 
explains this chart to visitors. 


Tt shows the President's 
with diminishing layers of author- 
ity branching away from it. Each 
man in the chain knows where to 
report, as the President tells it, 
and the chain of authority is not 
broken by the internal jealousies 
and rivalries which marked the 
Roosevelt administration. 


Happy Family Occasion. 


Of this last, the President makes 
an important point. He believes 
that one result of the harmony 
now prevailing in his official fam- 
ily has been to stop the feuding 
that was often echoed in stories 
leaked to newspaper men. Noth- 
‘ing infuriates the President so 
much as the familiar Washington 
truck of “leaking” a story that 
might damage a rival. 

At a recent off-the-record Mon- 
day Cabinet luncheon, the Presi- 
dent looked around the table with 
a smile of benign good-will. Here 
we are, he said, all 11 of us to- 
gether for the first time, and it is 
a most happy occasion. This was 
the first of these weekly luncheons 
at which new Secretary of State 


Marshall was present, and it also) 


this 


marked the return of Hannegan 
from Florida. 

The fact that Marshall had re- 
placed James F. Byrnes in the 
'No. 1 cabinet post has contributed 
‘to the harmony that prevails to- 
day in the White House, Between 
Byrnes and the President a good 
| enough working relationship exist- 
ed, but there was always a certain 
jconstraint between them which, 
‘on Byrnes’s part, was reflected in 
a kind of condescension toward 
the President. It must, after all, 
have been very hard for the 
former Secretary to overlook the 
fact that, if it had not been for 
the tides of political fortune at the 
1944 Chicago convention, he him- 
self would have been sitting in 
the Chief Executive's chair. 

Mr. Truman no longer talks 
about how he did not want the 
office. In fact, he seems to have 
adopted as his own the old axiom 
that the way to run for office— 
whether for election or re-election 


—is not to run. 


Gallup’s Figures. 


The probability is that Hannegan 
will have to go away again for a 
second rest cure, to relieve the 
severe hypertension that threat- 
ened at one time to force his re- 
tirement from one or both of the 


desk | 


two jobs he holds. One of his 
first assignments as Democratic 
national chairman, when he is 


again in the job for keeps, will 
be to begin cementing delegates 
for the President for 1948 While 
in a sense this will be a routine 
procedure, Chairman Hannegan is 
determined to leave nothing to 
chance. 

The way in which President 
Truman’s popularity has fluctuated 
is an interesting phenomenon. ,In 
July 1945, in the aftermath of vic- 
tory, the Gallup poll showed that 
87 per cent approved him and 
only 3 per cent disapproved. For 
last October, the two figures were 
32 per cent and 53 per cent. Today 
they are 48 and 39 per cent. 

As Gallup Editor William A. 
Lydgate points out in the new 
magazine, '47, the Democratic hold 
on the country had begun to slip 
long before the war. In 1940, 
Roosevelt polled only 55 per cent 
of the popular vote as tompared 
with 62% per cent in 1936. It was 
the war that sustained Roosevelt 
in office. 

In any reckoning looking towar 
1948, the Democrats’ long tenure 
in office must be considered.

Massive Democracy—Clue to 


Henry Wallace

I 


HAVE not solved the mystery of Henry Wallace but I have found 
The mystery is how a good American nourished on indi- 
vidual freedom can admire governments founded on the negation 


of freedom and indeed, of almost everything for which America 


siands. 


The clue was an article in a 
recent issue of the Nation of Julio 
Alvarez del Vayo, ex-Foreign Min- 
ister of the Spanish Republic, for- 
mer newspaper correspondent and 
long-time friend of this writer. 

Revisiting the Soviet Union last 
year, Vayo somehow managed to 
overlook the essential totalitarian, 
slave-labor basis and wax enthusi- 
astic over the elimination of capi- 
talist “exploitation” and the rosy 
prospects ahead. j 


Vayo’s Diagnosis. 


Now, on the eve of a new trip 
to Europe, he has published his 
diagnosis of what is going on over 
there that makes it “inexplicable 
to Americans.” 

“Europe's intellectual and po- 
litical leaders and journalists,” he 
opines, are wondering “whether 
the old political conception of de- 
mocracy still makes sense in view 
of the lessons of World War II.” 

And he quotes foreign delegates 
at Lake Success as exclaiming, 
“These Americans don’t seem to 
realize what is happening outside 
their country. In Europe today, 
the new revolutionary criteria of 
a regime's democracy are... an 
ability to break the hold of feuda- 
lism and monopoly capital and to 
eolve the problems of hunger and 
industrial collapse. This marks 
the coming of age of the Euro- 
pean masses and the triumph of 
the Marxist doctrine that true 
democracy can be achieved only 
by a radical change in economic 
structure. The impact of fascism 
and war, they argue, revealed the 
utter bankruptcy of bourgeois de- 
mocracy; now Europe must pass 
to a stage of ‘mass democracy.’” 


Regression Toward Tyranny. 


Vayo goes on to explain how 
Europe's left no longer places 
much value on free speech and the 
parliamentary system. The masses 
want “a more effective continuing 
voice in government. The peoples 
of Eastern Europe are not im- 
pressed by the Anglo-American 
brand of G@emocracy. For in al- 
most all these countries, pre-war 
experience with Western democ- 
racy ended in failurc; they suc- 
ceeded neither in raising the liv- 
ing standards of the very poor nor 
in limiting the economic and po- 
litical power of the very rich.” 


There is no use in my reporting 
that during my two trips to 
Europe last year I found more 
European “intellectuals, political 
leaders and journalists” (whom I 
know at least as intimately as 
Vayo) interested in escaping Com- 
munism than in escaping Western 


democracy. 

There is little point in insisting 
that democracy is an instrument 
which can, according to the in- 
dividual] political maturity of the 
voters, be used either to strength- 
en or to weaken feudalism and 
monopoly capitalism. It would be 
futile, too, to insist that increased 
production, not the masses’ “ef- 
fective continuing voice in gov- 
ernment” is the road to greater 
wealth. 

In short, there is no use arguing 
that “massive democracy” js the 
bunk, and talk about it reveals a 


{basic failure of understandifig and 


constitutes a lamentable regres- 


sion toward tolerance of tyranny. 
| Poland had, up until September 
/1939, a demonstrably higher liv- 
ing standard than potentially rich- 
er Russia. Does Vayo believe this 
was because Poland was more 
“massively democratic”? He would 
affirm the opposite. 


What Vayo Can’t Forget. 


Vayo cannot see these things. 
Despite several comfortable years 
as an editor in this country, he 
never forgave the United States, 
Britain and France for “betray- 
ing’ the Spanish Republic to Dic- 
tator Franco. 


Like those Czechoslovak demo- 
crats who threw themselves into 
Soviet arms because of the be- 
trayal of their country by the 
European democracies at Munich, 
this Spanish Socialist cannot for- 
get that while the Westerners 
connived at a Franco victory, the 
Soviets gave unlimited lip service 
and considerable real assistance to 
the Spanish Republic. 


Rather than see the victory of 
the Franquista fascists, Vayo per- 
mitted the growth of Spanish Com- 
munism. He closed his eyes to the 
horror of “liquidation” of the 
Trotzkist POUM and the anarch- 
ists by the Communists... He wel- 
comed the growth: of Societ influ- 
ence in Spain since only the 
Soviets were helping. 


To me the interest of his latest 
outburst lies in the fact that he 
seems to be echoing something 
that we have heard recently— 
heard, not from the European “in- 
tellectuals, political leaders and 
journalists,” but from our ex-Vice 
President and present editor of 
the New Republic. Here—I think 
—is the clue to innocent Henry’s 
stubborn denial of his birthright. 
Can it be that Mr. Wallace has 
been spending too much time with 
the sort of European defeatists 
quoted by Vayo? Could it be that 
some of these people have sold 
him a bill of shoddy goods? 

It certainly sounds like it.

On Pay-as-You-Go Basis. 

The institute commends the 
plan of the board to raise most 
of the funds for the program from 
taxes on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
relying on the bond issue only for i 
immediate funds with which toy 
get started. 
Among the reasons advanced 
by the report for the tax method 
were the savings in bond interest 
and the better planning and exe- 
cution that would follow from 
spreading the program over a 
period of 20 years instead of com- 
pleting it in five to eight years.

The location of future 
mass housing projects will in- 
fluence the school program in a 
marked degree but it will be sev- 
eral years before they materialize, 
it added. 

A decline in the costs of con- 
struction may reasonably be an- 
ticipated, the report stated, before 
the program is completed and a 
saving effected in that respect. 
With the bond issue and the 
10-cent tax increase, the $35,000,- 
000 program could be completed 
within about 25 years, the report 
concluded, pointing out the period 
could be shortened somewhat if 
Federal grants for building pur- 
poses become available during 
that time. 

Group Approval of Plans. 

The school tax increase and the 
bond issue have been approved 
by the AFL Central Trades and 
Labor Union and by the St. Louis 
League of WomengVoters, it was 
announced today. 
A resolution adopted by the 
union said, “Our Executive Board 
has studied this program and is 
unanimously of the opinion that 
it is constructive and necessary.” 
Mrs. Harley E. Potter, chair- 
man of the education committee 
of the League of Women Voters, 
said, “In vigorously supporting 
the present program for moneys 
to bring our St. Louis schools 
abreast of the times, we realize 
that it is a sound investment for 
the welfare of our children, the 
good of the community and of 
the nation.” 

The League statement also 
urged the appointment.of a citi- 
zens’ committee to be kept in- 
formed of plans and projects in 
connection with the proposed ex- 
penditure of the money. “This 
should assure community voice tn 
|St. Louis’s efforts to achieve 
maximum educational standards,” 
it was said,

Similarly, + hae in a speech to 
Congress pledged Argentina would 
fight in the next war on the side 
of the United States, Nobody here 
said against whom the war would 
be fought, but the statement was 
made when in Europe and in the 
United States people were talking 
of a war with Russia. 

This is not to say Peron has 
taken an _  anti-Russian stand. 
After a generation, he was the 
president who resumed Argen- 
tina’s diplomatic relations with 
Moscow, broken off early in the 
Bolshevik revolution. A trade and 
technical mission sent by Russia 
is here and an agreement is 
nounced as imminent. 

In his control over labor Peron 
wants no Communists. A labor 
survey delegation from the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the 
Railway Labor Executives Asso- 
ciation of the United States found 
him ready to take an anti-Com- 
munist stand.

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KETTLE EXPLOSION 


Blast of 60,000-Gal. Container 
Blows Out Section of 
Factory Wall. 


Wade Rothwell, a kettle tender 
at Lever Bros. Co. soap factory, 
died early today of burns suf- 
fered when a 60,000-gallon soap 
kettle exploded yesterday at the 
company’s plant at 1114 South 
Third street. A large section of 
the. fourth floor wall@f the fac- 
tory was blown out. 

Rothwell, 38 years old of 5841 
Cabanne avenue, died at Deacon- 
ess Hospital. Physicians said he 
was burned over his entire body 
by the boiling soap. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs, Marion 
Rothwell. 

The boiling soap flowed down 
the walls of the building and 
formed puddles at the intersec- 
tion of Third and Convent streets. 
It also was sprayed by the explo- 
sion over two parked automobiles, 
which were damaged by falling 
bricks and masonry. Sections of 
the wall from four to seven. feet 
high and 15 feet long collapsed 
at the northwest corner of the 
building.

|ANTI-PEEPING TOM 


BILL OFFERED IN 
MISSOURI HOUSE 


Measure Provides Penalties 
Up to $1000 Fine and 


Year in Jail. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12— 
An anti-peeper bill, to provide pun- 
ishment for persons who peer into 
other people’s windows at night, 
was introduced in the House yes- 
terday afternoon by Representa- 
tive J. C. Wagner of Polk county. 
The bill provides that “every 
person who shall loiter about in 
the nighttime, near any dwelling 
house or other building, room or 
apartment used for lodging pur- 
poses, not his own abode, watching 
the occupants thereof, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
The peeper, if convicted, would 
be subject to fine of not more 
than $1000 or a jail sentence of 
not more than one year, or both 
fine and jail sentence. 
Wagner said he offered the bill 
because of some trouble with 
“peeping toms” in his home town 
of Bolivar. He said a former prose- 
cuting attorney in his county sug- 
gested he offer the bill because 
there was no Missouri law cover- 
ing the offense.

Clark, Gousev Clash. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark and Gousev 
were reported to have engaged in 
a verbal sparring match at yester- 
day’s closed meeting, with Clark 
declaring that freedom of speech 
did not exist in Russia and 
Gousev protesting the “allega- 
tions.” 

The differences arose as the 
deputies considered a 
clause which would forbid Austria 
to unite politically with Germany 
and would prohibit propaganda de- 
signed to bring about such unity. 

American sources said Clark 
told Gousev that the Austrian 
treaty should prohibit “pan-Ger- 
man propaganda aiming at pcliti- 
cal or economic union with Ger- 
many.” 

Gousev objected. He said all 
pan-German propaganda, whatever 
its aim, should be prohibited. 

Clark replied, it was said, that 
Gousev’s proposed bar was too 
far-reaching. A prohibition against 
all pan-German propaganda had 
been tried in occupied Austria, 
Clark declared, and every time 
the word “German” appeared in 
an Austrian paper, the Soviet 
representative on the Allied Con- 
trol Council wanted to reprimand 
the editor. 

Conversation Reported. 

British informants said the con- 
versation then went like this: 

Clark—“In the United States, 
we have freedom of speech and 
free expression, the cornerstone 
of democracy, which you do not 
have in the Soviet Union, and 
we do not want this kind of 
thing interfered with in Austria.” 

Gousev—"This has nothing to 
do with the matter at hand, and 
I resolutely protest the allega- 
tions.” 

Gousev then asked Clark to re- 
peat and explain his statements. 
Clark replied: 

“I gave them once, and they 
are on the record, Perhaps Mr. 
Gousev did not understand them. 
Or, more likely, he did not like 
them,”

The “middle” child is the best marriage bet, 
other things being equal, because he has iearned better social 
adjustment. He has been used to the give and take of various 
human relations. His feelings have been hurt so many times 
by his older brothers and sisters that he is somewhat calloused 
to reprimands and angry words. And he has also been taught 
to share with his younger siblings below him.

IT SEEMS TRAGIC when we consider that one out of every 
two marriages of “only” children, ends in divorce, but such is 
the result of my survey. Unfortunately, the average American 
family is now dwindling beneath the three children per home. 
And until we have three children in a home, we have no

that as our families get smaller and smaller, we automatically 
can expect a rise in the percentage of hazardous marriage 
prospects.

H to show you how many points

The contract is four spades by 
South. West leads the king and 
ace of diamonds. East follows to 
the first round, discards a club 
on the second round, and trumps 
the third round. He now leads a 
club, which you win with the ace. 
You have lost three tricks. Your 
contract therefore, depends on 
your heart finesse being success- 
fui and setting up the heart suit 
for a club discard. 

You. play the ace of spades. 
West discards a diamond. You 
now finesse the queen of hearts. 
It wins. You play the ace of hearts 
and West drops the king. You 
play a third heart and trump 
it. West discards a diamond. You 
now enter dummy with a trump, 
West discarding another diantond. 
A fourth heart is trumped, the 
queen of spades draws East’s last 
trump and the long heart is a dis- 
card for the losing club.

IT’S NOT a very difficult hand 
to play, calling only for a certain 
amount of timing, and at no time 
the count of the enemy’s hand. As 
long as the heart finesse Was 
right and the hearts not worse 
than 4-2, that was all that mat- 
tered. 

You are right. The count is of 
no use to you on this hand, as it 
will be of no use to yau on many 
other hands. But as this is such 
an easy count I propose to count 
it with you — just to demonstrate 
how it is done. 

We begin this hand with no 
knowledge at all of the distribu- 
tion. The second trick when East 
discards on the king of diamonds, 
gives us our first information.

They explain 
the apathy towards hand-counting 
in the bridge world. One can get 
along quite nicely without it. But 
there are also a great many hands 
that might be made without get- 
ting the count by fortunate 
finesses, but where getting the 
count would make the contract a 
certainty. If you are getting along 
nicely, you will fail to ess right 
half the time. And that costs you 
quite a lot of points during the 
year. For that is the value of 
hand-counting. It helps to reduce 
the number of times you have to 
say, “Sorry, partner, wrong guess.” 

In all those cases where you 
are faced with a choice of a two- 
way finesse, or finesse or drop, 
or, if your dummy play is advanced 
enough, finesse or squeeze — the 
count if you can get it, is a great 
help. Often it will turn the guess 
into a cortainty. But in any 
event it will almost invariably 
indicate which course offers the 
better chance. 

Next—I want to concentrate a 
little on the points you might win 
by tempting the defense to do 
your work for you.

A subcommission on minorities 
and discrimination was set up. 
And once an international] bill of 
rights has been accepted by the 
assembly, I think the commission 
will play an important role in 
helping nations to solve their 
minority problems and to find go- 
lutions to the causes that lead to 
discrimination. 

A people, to be free from dis- 
crimination in their hearts, must 
be matyre and secure. Discrim- 
ination against others because of 
race, sex or religion arises, of 
course, from fear. But we can 
never wipe out the basic rights of 
human beings, and unthinking 
discrimination is dangerous. 

x * * 

ON THE SETTING UP of the 
subcommission on freedom of in- 
formation and of the press, I was 
asked a question which showed 
how much the democracies today 
have to prove their value by deeds 
rather than by words. My con- 
tention was that freedom of in- 
formation would help us to insure 
the rights of human beings and 
would aid us in breaking down 
discriminations. Very pointedly, 
one of the delegates asked wheth- 
er, in a country where there was 
a so-called free press, there was 
less racial discrimination than in 
others where the press was more 
controlled. I could only = say 
“touche,” because it was a fair 
criticism. 

Nevertheless, FP think that a 
free press is essential even though, 
by itself, it cannot wipe out the 
evils of discrimination. The more 
information there is available, the 
more people will begin to think 
out their own attitudes. And that

will most certainly lead to more 
support for those who are trying 
to obtain real justice and fair 
treatment for people ‘ throughout 
the world.

However, I may be able to help 
them put into words the high 
thoughts which they can gather 
from past history and from the 
actuality of the contemporary sit- 
uation, so that the average human 
being can understand and strive 
for the objectives set forth.

Grapefruit and Prune Pie. 


One-half pound prunes, two 
cups cold water, two medium 
grapefruit, one-half e¢up sugar, 
three tablespoons cornstarch, one 
teaspoon grated orange rind, 
baked nine-inch pastry shell. 

Soak the prunes in cold water 
four hours. Remove pits and re- 
serve liquid (about one and one- 
fourth cups). Finely chop four or 
five of these prunes to be added 
to cornstarch fruit sauce. Peel 
and section grapefruit neatly; 
drain juice (about one-half cup) 
and combine with prune liquid. 
Mix cornstarch with one-fourth 
cup of the fruit juices to a smooth 
paste. Heat remaining juice to 
boiling and add cornstarch mix- 
ture, stirring constantly, 
mixture boils. Add sugar grated 
orange rind and finely chopped 
prunes. Arrange grapefruit sec- 
tions and whole prunes in baked- 
pie shell, pour hot sauce over the 
top. Cool before serving. One 
nine-inch pie.

Teaching Human Relationships in Schools 
‘People With the Strangest Names Can Be Best of Friends'--Program Is Called Intergroup Living

$é EOPLE with the strangest 
P names can be the best of 
friends” is the last line of 
a song which St. Louis school chil- 
dren sing, a song which points out 
that a name which ends with “ski” 
or “witz”’ doesn’t make the person 
any different from one whose 
name ends in “son.” Through 
song, story, example and games, 
children are being taught this ard 
other truths in human relation- 
ships in a program called Inter- 
group Living, sponsored by the 
American Council of Education, 
and financed by the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 


In three St. Louis high schools 
and three elementary schools this 
experimental work is being car- 
ried on through 160 projects. Now 
in its second year, it is not in- 
tended to bring about sweeping 
drastic changes but only to help 
children learn better human rela- 
tionships, and the methods used 
range from reading and acting out 
stories of persecuted minorities to 
learning how to play checkers so 
that your opponent wins. 

“We try not to emphasize preju- 
dice too much,” says Frank 
Sskwor, co-ordinator for the pro- 
gram and teacher at McKinley 
high school, “because many people 
deny having prejudices and are 
rather resentful at being told they 
have them. We have three basic 
points to our philosophy. First, 
since we’re working with the atti- 
tudes of children, not adults, we're 
not trying to bring about any great 
social change. Second, we like to 
consider such things as racial and 
religious, social and economic 
prejudices as symptoms of a dis- 
ease in our social order and we're 
really searching for the cause. 
Third, when it’s advisable to treat 
the symptoms, we've found it best 
to do it indirectly.” 

The project is carried on through 
child study and guidance, through 
curriculum work, and community 
relations. 


“Starting with Child Study and 
Guidance,” Sskwor explained, “the 
teacher begins by observing the 
class for a while, making notes 
on conflicts that come up. That 
gives her a general picture of 
who likes whom, The next step is 
making a social plan. She asks the 
pupils, ‘Near whom would you like 
to sit? List your first, second, and 
third choices.’ From these choices 
the teacher finds who are the 
natural leaders and who are the 
rejects or outcasts. She then has 
two jobs to do. She must equip 
the reject with acceptable traits 
possessed by the leaders and then 
get the class into a frame of mind 
of accepting him more readily 
by placing him in a favorable light 
whenever possible. 

“We feel in this experiment 
we're getting down to basic 
causes, and we believe if we can 
get the members of the class to 
accept little John,who is a re- 
ject, we can see the pathway 
toward getting them to accepting 
someone else who they think is 
quite different.” 

The reasons for discrimination 
are often racial or religious rea- 
sons but equally often they are 
because of - other objectionable 
traits; the child may be a cheat, a 
bully, a tattle-tale, and the teacher 
may have a problem of building 
up his ego or, sometimes, tearing 
it down. A teacher at a Negro 
school, for example, found that 
the reject of the class, an over- 


size, domineering bully changed in

character and became far more 
popular after she made him the 
official pencil sharpener for the 
class. and elevated his status s0 
that he no longer had to bully to 
command attention. 


“Role playing is another means 
used ‘to get children to become 
more socialized,” Sskwor contin- 
ued. “The teacher takes some sit- 
uation that may arise, for instance 
a youngster trying to get a dime 
from his father to go to the 


movies, She asks the youngsters 


to enact the scene and then dis- 
cuss the methods used, This also 
discloses to the teacher things 
in the child’s home life that might 
not otherwise be known. Chil- 
dren of high school age go a step 
further and a prejudiced pupil 
might be asked to enact the role 
of the persecuted person while 
someone else pretends to be her.”

The right kind of books, a list 
of which is recommended by the 
Conference of Christians and Jews, 
plays a large part in this program. 
At the Simmons School, 4300 St. 
Louis avenue, students were so 
enthusiastic about the story, ‘“Me- 
lindy’s Medals,” a story which de- 
picts Negro family life in a real- 
istic but friendly light, that they 
painted a mura. of scenes from 
the book, Still another class did 
a mural of American possessions 
and types of inhabitants that go 
to make them up. Teachers are 
constantly scrutinizing the cur- 
riculum for material that can be 
used to make for better under- 
standing, and facts that should 
have been emphasized but have not 
been in the past; they cite, for 
instance, the placing of emphasis 
on Haym Salomon’s contribution 
to Washington’s army during the 
Revolution, a contribution far 
greater than that of Gouveneur 
Morris but which is emphasize 
much less. 

In community relations, the In- 
tergroup Living program has been 
used especially effectively at 
Hempstead school, 5872 Minerva 
avenue, where Susan Ryan, prin- 
cipal of the school, and Officer 
Charles Mueller, juvenile officer 
credited with reducing juvenile 
delinquency 75 per cent in that 
district, have combined forces. 
As evidence of the co-operation of 
school and community is the fact 
that the P.-T.A. groups have con- 
tributed to a scholarship at Mills

One of the more interesting albums in the new category is that 
devoted to Beethaven’s “Irish Songs” which are sung by Richard

' Beethoven undertook these arrangements at the behest of a 
Scotch gentleman who was interested in giving permanent artistic 
form to the folk music of Scotland and Ireland. The correspondence 
between the two suggests that Beethoven looked upon it as just 
another job and not a particularly remunerative one for he com- 
plained bitterly about his pay. Nevertheless the artistic results were 
excellent. The voice and the three instruments are deployed in a 
style comparable to the string quartets. Mr. Dyer-Bennet’s voice 


approach to folk music and folk-lore makes his singing of these 
songs very effective. Songs included in the album are: “Once More 
I Hail Thee,” “The Return to Ulster,” “Oh, Who, My Dear Dermont,” 
“The Morning Wind Plays on My Face,” “The Pulse of an Irishman” 
and “Morning a Cruel Tormentor.” (Three records.)
